‘Pathetic’ move to protect NHS 
management roles, claims GP

HEALTH experts have 
accused NHS trusts of cut¬ 
ting frontline services to save 
management roles after GPs 
were told to stop referring 
non-urgent cases to hospitals. 

The radical move will see operations 
such as hip and knee-joint replace¬ 
ments, limb prosthesis, certain 
prostate cancer treatments, and sur¬ 
gery for cataracts, deferred in a bid to 
save money and free up hospital beds 
in east Kent. 

The county’s representative for the 
British Medical Association, Dr Paul 
Hobday, and bosses from leading char¬ 
ity Age Concern warned that patients 
would suffer as a result. Maidstone GP 
Dr Hobday called the move “patheti¬ 
cally short-sighted” and said health 
trusts should look at cutting manage¬ 


ment jobs, not frontline services. 

“Once April comes there will be a 
flood of referrals and they won’t be able 
to cope,” he said. “This is only going to 
end up costing more in the long-term. 

“Managers come in to check our fridge 
temperatures or to explain protocol in 
opening letters. I think people would 
prefer them to go rather than this. 

“With a small bit of investment, sav¬ 
ings would be made in the long run.” 

He added: 'We know what’s coming 
next. GPs are the ones that are going 
to have to do the rationing. This isn’t 
doing much for the doctor-patient 
relationship.” 

Sixty-four treatments and operations 
deemed low priority are being deferred 
through the winter months at NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent. A handful 


in NHS West Kent are also being put off 
until April, including surgery for obesi¬ 
ty and IVF. Charity bosses have voiced 
concern, warning that savings in the 
short term could mean more being 
spent in future as elderly people strug¬ 
gle in pain through the winter. 

Paul Coles, chief executive of Age 
Concern Maidstone, said in the case of 
hip and knee replacements, if people 
were made to wait their joints could 
deteriorate. “They are more likely to 
slip or fall and end up in A&E,” he said. 

“It’s far better to get these things 
treated as non-emergencies. This kind 
of short-term saving won’t keep people 
out of A&E.” 

He said the NHS should be looking at

its own administration and management to save 
money: “They should make savings where they 
can in bureaucracy rather than making savings 
that will affect elderly people in Kent.” 

Health chiefs at NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent admitted doctors had been asked to stop 
non-urgent referrals during the winter, as well as 
extending the average waiting time for treat¬ 
ment by three weeks to 16 weeks, although the 
trust said it was still beating its 18-week target. 

The trust also stressed it was making 48 per 
cent management cost reductions, which would 
involve cutting jobs. 

A spokeswoman said: “This list represents a 
number of procedures that have been classified 
as offering low clinical health gain and/or poor 
value for money.” 

She said the list was compiled by a clinical 
review of best practice and the latest clinical evi¬ 
dence which highlighted the efforts to improve 
the quality of care and demonstrated clinical 
effectiveness and value for money. 


Medical director of the trust, Robert Stewart, 
said: “The PCT is taking action to keep beds 
available at the busiest time of year and asking 
GPs to consider other urgent options to bring 
down spending. 

“We are required by the Department of Health 
to achieve a £12 million surplus by the end of 
March, 2011. However, in the first six months of 
this year more patients have been treated faster 
than planned. This, of course, means we spent 
more money.” 

Pressures 

Mr Stewart said despite Government protect¬ 
ing NHS budgets, increasing pressures had led 
to the trust being unable to meet demand unless 
tough decisions were made. 

“As a consequence of our hospitals treating 
more patients and the increase in referrals from 
GPs, coupled with the increased demand on 
services during the winter, we are looking hard 
at every penny we spend,” he said. 

“We are predicting our overspend could rise to 


£19m by the end of the financial year.” 

As well as cutting referrals, the trust is working 
with GPs to see how patients can be treated 
more effectively in the community rather than 
hospital, where appropriate. 

NHS West Kent, which has asked GPs to put 
off referrals in gender reassignment, IVF and 
surgery for obesity, defended the move, stating 
management cost cuts of 46 per cent were 
being planned over the next three years in a bid 
to save £29m. 

Health chiefs said the trust was looking at 
treatments that can be put back while planned 
savings programmes take affect. 

Marion Dinwoodie, NHS West Kent’s chief 
executive, said: “No-one with a compelling clin¬ 
ical need for treatment this year will miss out, 
but we are asking GPs to consider if referrals for 
treatments like gender reassignment or IVF can 
be delayed until next year.” 

A spokeswoman at NHS Medway said discus¬ 
sions about possible options with GPs would be 
taking place shortly. 


Nursing union warns 
of threat to NHS jobs 

Health chiefs deny 400 posts could be slashed 


HEALTH trusts have dismissed 
claims that hundreds of NHS jobs 
are to be slashed, despite warn¬ 
ings in a new report. 

Research by the Royal College of Nursing 
found 403 posts could be cut in the South 
East region, including nurses, midwives and 
healthcare assistants, with many from Kent. 

But the NHS South East Coast strategic 
health authority (SHA), which oversees the 
county’s three primary care trusts, said it did 
not recognise the figure and had advised local 
health bodies to make efficiency savings that 
did not impact on patients. 

Quality 

A spokeswoman from the SHA said: “It’s 
about improving quality and using innova¬ 
tion to reinvest in frontline services and 
patient care.” 

The county’s health organisations, includ¬ 
ing PCTs, community care trusts and hospi¬ 
tal trusts in Medway, West Kent, and Eastern 
and Coastal Kent, said there were no plans to 
cut nursing jobs. Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust said it was trying to recruit. 

John Kennedy, deputy director of nursing, 
said: “We are actively filling posts and have 
just held a recruitment campaign in Ireland.

“We have vacancies to fill in frontline care 
and welcome applications from any nurses 
looking for new opportunities in Kent.” 

The SHA official admitted other trusts 
needed to make efficiency savings. “We are 
working hard with local NHS colleagues to 
drive up quality and standards by sharing 
best practice and experiences,” she said. 

“The NHS received a real terms increase in 
funding in the Government’s comprehensive 
spending review, but even with this commit¬ 
ment, in order to meet demand and improve 
services, the NHS needs to make efficiency 
savings. 

“While it is for local trusts to determine 
their specific workforce needs, we have made 
it clear efficiency savings must not impact 
adversely on patient care.” 

But according to the Royal College of 
Nursing report, nurses nationwide have seen 
staff reductions already. The union warned 
that fewer staff, combined with cuts in local 
government and social care, meant the situa¬ 
tion could reach crisis point. 

Patricia Marquis, regional director of the 
Royal College of Nursing, said it would be a 


tragedy if the health service was to take a 
step backwards. 

“We understand the Government wants to 
protect frontline services and that these are 
extremely difficult times,” she said. 

“However, what we are seeing on the 
ground is a world away from the rhetoric 
about protecting the frontline. 

“Right now, staff are not only concerned 
about losing their jobs, they are concerned 
about how they will cope if they stay. 

Diluted 

“I urge managers to prioritise safe staffing 
levels when they are looking for ways to 
save money.” 

The union warned that nationwide, NHS 
organisations had plans to reduce hospitals 
by almost 27,000 staff - the equivalent of 
closing all the hospitals in east Kent three- 
and-half times over. 

Dr Peter Carter, chief executive and gener¬ 
al secretary of the union, said: “Nurses are 
now coming to us with examples of vacancy 
freezes and diluted skill mix which leaves 
them concerned for services and patients in 
the here and now.” 
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Boleyn family tree reveals couple’s common ancestry 


No death charges

KATE Middleton may be the 
first commoner to marry an heir 
presumptive to the throne in 350 
years, but her Kent past is noth¬ 
ing to be ashamed of. 

And she may even have some royal blood 
too, making her and William kissing 
cousins - albeit 12 times removed. 

She and Prince William will wed next 
year and it has emerged Kate, 28, has plen¬ 
ty of ancestral connections with the county. 

Catherine Elizabeth Middleton, known as 
Kate, breaks the three-and-a-half century 
record set when Anne Hyde wed the Duke of 
York who was later crowned James II, in 1660. 

Researchers William Addams Reitwies- 
ner and Michael J Wood have compiled her 
family tree and it has emerged Kate had 
plenty of family in Kent. 

Her great-great-grandfather Frederick 
John Glassborow was born in Nelson 
Terrace, Haggerstone, Middlesex, on 
February 22,1859. 

He was a commer¬ 
cial clerk, rising to 
become a shipping 
manager in 1920. 

Glassborow died 
at Homeleigh, 
Lismore Road in 
Beltinge, on 

December 21,1932. 

A great-great- 
great-grandfather 
was building 

labourer and brick- 
maker John Gold¬ 
smith, born in 
Maidstone, in 1827. He died tragically from 
internal strangulation, a bowel condition, 
in Islington in June, 1888. 

With details becoming slightly more 
vague, Kate had a great-great-great-great-

grandfather, again called John Goldsmith, 
who was bom in Kent in 1783. He was in 
the building trade and was a carpenter, he 
died around 1851. 

He was married to Rebecca who was bom 
in Maidstone in 1796, and died from bron¬ 
chitis while at Church Street, Tovil, on 
December 29,1869. 

Under a section labelled ‘plausible contin¬ 
uation of the ancestry of Kate Middleton’ by 
the researchers, she has under 14 ‘greats’ 
some noble blood in the guise of Thomas 
Boleyn, 1st Earl of Wiltshire who was bom 
in 1477 at Hever and died at Hever Castle, 
on March 12,1538 or 1539. 


The father of Anne Boleyn, the second wife of 
Henry VIII, was a diplomat and politician 
whose grandfather Geoffrey Boleyn, a wealthy 
mercer, had purchased the Kent manor home. 
Boleyn was the maternal grandfather of 
Queen Elizabeth I. 

Hever said it was fascinating to be told by 
KoS of their apparent Royal link. 

Hever historian Anna Spender said: 
“Thomas Boleyn is Kate’s 14th generation 
great grandparent. He had three children 
together with his wife Elizabeth Howard: 
Mary, mistress of Henry VIII; Anne second 
wife of Henry VIII and mother of Queen 
Elizabeth I; and George. The children spent 
their childhood at Hever Castle. 

“In 2011, Hever Castle is holding an exhibi¬ 
tion of families who lived at the castle over the 
centuries, including the Boleyn family. 

“Prince William and his fiancee, Kate 
Middleton, are distantly related, 12th cousins 
once removed, and are descended from the 
Boleyn family who owned Hever Castle in 
Kent between 1462 and 1538. 

“Thomas Boleyn is Prince William and 
Kate’s 14th generation grandfather. They are 
descended from Maiy Boleyn’s side of the family 

“Mary Boleyn’s daughter, Catherine Carey, 
married Francis Knollys. Their daughter 
Elizabeth had important connections: not only 
was Anne Boleyn her great-aunt, but she was 
a cousin once removed and Maid of Honour to 
Queen Elizabeth I. 

“In 1578 Elizabeth Knollys married Thomas 
Leighton, a diplomat and soldier, and together 
the couple had three children - a son Thomas, 
and daughters Elizabeth and Anne. 

“It is from Elizabeth Leighton’s side that 
Kate descends, while William’s ancestor is her 
sister Anne.”

FOUR schoolchildren arrested after a fatal 
accident on the A20 will not face prosecution.

Kent Police arrested the children, aged 
between 10 and 15, and they were questioned 
on suspicion of manslaughter. 

There had been claims that before the acci¬ 
dent stones were being thrown at traffic from 
the side of the road. 

Mr Baker, of Littlehampton, West Sussex, 
suffered serious injuries and died in hospital. 

Crash cuts off isle 

FOURTEEN people, including three children, 
were taken to hospital after a series of road 
accidents caused Sheppey to be cut off from 
mainland Kent. 

A five-car pile-up near the new Sheppey 
Crossing resulted in officers diverting traffic to 
the old Kingsferry Bridge on Thursday morn¬ 
ing, but within 20 minutes there were a fur¬ 
ther three crashes on the bridge. 

It is believed the pile-up began when a bro¬ 
ken down vehicle was hit by oncoming traffic.

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College blow as funding axe falls on ‘innovative’ partnership 


Head says arts 
cutbacks will 
stifle creativity 
and prosperity

A LEADING academic has con¬ 
demned the decision to scrap fund¬ 
ing for a creative learning pro¬ 
gramme, claiming it will create a 
national crisis 

Headteacher Sonette Schwartz, from 
Brockhill Park Performing Arts College in 
Folkestone, said the threat to the Creative 
Partnerships scheme would come as a blow to 
all schools in Kent and could affect the future 
of the country. 

She said the project, which became one of the 
first casualties of arts funding cuts, enhanced 
learning and re-evaluated the way lessons 
were taught. 

“This isn’t about performing arts and jump¬ 
ing around on stage,” she said. “We work in 
maths and science in this way, too. Creative 
Partnerships enhances the way we teach chil¬ 
dren. It teaches them ingenuity, how to prob- 
lem-solve, how to think outside the box and 
how to impart knowledge. We need people who 
can do this for the future of the country.” 

Creative Partnerships was launched by the 
Labour government in 2002 in response to crit¬ 
icism that the National Curriculum’s heavy 
focus on maths and literacy was stopping oppor¬ 
tunities for creativity in education, something 
considered as crucial to the modem workplace. 

It led to arts professionals being brought into 
schools to show teachers how to use creative 
approaches to tackle complex challenges, not 
only in arts subjects but maths, science and lit¬ 
eracy. But arts funding has been reduced as 
part of the coalition Government’s sweeping 
cuts, meaning Arts Council England is no 
longer able to fund the scheme. 

Mrs Schwartz said: “We’re very upset about 


it. It’s an unfortunate situation to be in. 

“We’ve worked very closely with Creative 
Partnerships, improving the way we teach and 
looking at how students learn. It’s going to be 
a real loss for us and a real loss for education.” 

Cllr Mike Hill, Kent County Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for community services, said 
Creative Partnerships has provided addi¬ 
tional and innovative approaches to creative 
education for a wide range of schools, not 
only those which specialise in creative arts. 

Impact 

“As well as the work they undertake in arts 
education they use creative processes to 
unlock understanding of a range of subjects, 
such as maths and science,” he said. 

“There are many talented teachers in Kent 
who are more than capable of delivering the 


curriculum. However, they have benefited 
from the additional skills learned working 
with Creative Partnership staff.” 

Earlier this year, Professor Elaine Thomas, 
vice-chancellor of the University for the 
Creative Arts, which has campuses in 
Canterbury, Maidstone and Rochester, said 
creativity was needed to take Britain into a 
period of sustained growth. 

Her comments came in the wake of spend¬ 
ing cuts to the university. 

Paul Collard, chief executive of Creativity, 
Culture and Education, said: “Once these are 
gone there is no turning back and the impact 
on the next generation is not something that 
can be fixed once public finances are restored.” 
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‘Friendly fire’ death 

NO PROSECUTIONS are to be made after the 
‘friendly-fire’ death of a soldier in Afghanistan. 

Maidstone-born Lance Corporal Michael 
Pritchard, 22, of the 4th Regiment, Royal 
Military Police, was shot in Sangin, Helmand, 
in December, 2009. 

Royal Military Police investigated whether 
Lieutenant Michael Holden, serving with A 
Company, 4 Rifles, had acted with “gross neg¬ 
ligence” in the incident. L/Cpl Pritchard had 
been watched by an Army patrol base and 
was believed to be a Taliban insurgent. 

It was decided Lt Holden, who did not fire 
the fatal shot, would not face charges on the 
grounds he acted on the instruction of a sen¬ 
ior officer. There will now be an inquest. 


THE chairman of leading chartered 
surveyors Cuxtons has died of cancer. 
Father-of-three James Pilcher, who 
lived in Gravesend with his family, had battled 
the disease since December, 2008. 

As chairman of Cuxtons, he worked in com¬ 
mercial property and continued to work while 
undergoing treatment. Mr Pilcher died, aged 
50, on November 4 and his funeral was held at 
Christ Church, Gravesend, on Tuesday.

Rising tide of water quality 


EVERY bathing beach in Kent has been awarded 
top quality status for clean water. 

Findings by the Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs and the Environment 
Agency (EA) showed the county’s 28 bathing 
spots met the highest European standards for 
water quality. It comes just weeks after Kent’s 
coastline was named by leading travel guide 
Frommer’s as a top world destination. 

Tourism bodies are celebrating both acco¬ 
lades and say they will attract even more peo¬ 
ple to the coastal towns. 

Chris Kirkham, of tourism board Discover 
Folkestone, Hythe and Romney Marsh, said: 
“There’s a lot of positive news being generated 
by the Kent coast. We’ve had more people 


deciding to holiday in the UK in recent years, 
especially because of the strong euro. I don’t 
think that’s likely to change and expect to see 
people continuing to take holidays in Kent.” 

Areas such as Thanet, which has celebrated 
bays with Blue Flag status - certification show¬ 
ing a beach meets stringent standards - already 
attracts thousands of tourists each year. 

A Thanet council official said: “We work close¬ 
ly with the EA and Southern Water, who provide 
water quality results. We monitor this constant¬ 
ly, as it’s a consideration for many people when 
they come to visit our beautiful beaches.” 

This year, eight out of 10 beaches across 
England and Wales reached the highest water 
quality standards - a record number.

Picking up your Aitches

T HE idiosyncratic nature 
of British life is exam¬ 
ined by author Iain Aitch 
in the pages of his latest 
humorous book. 

In We’re British, Innit, the Thanet-raised 
writer examines the nature of island life. 

As much as we like to think of ourselves as 
a nation of war-winning Churchillian bull¬ 
dogs, we are also a nation of EastEnders- 
watching, Wetherspoons fans, and Aitch 
knows that only too well. 

He said: “It is, essentially, a lexicon of 
Britishness, based on the understanding 
that the Life in the UK Citizenship Test is 
not exactly reflective of actual life in the 
UK. 

“The idea came about after I was talking to 
my editor about an idea for a book on 
Britain. I wanted to do something about try¬ 
ing to find what ‘Middle England’ really 
meant and it wasn’t really going anywhere, 
but this came from that. 

“The test itself is like a weird GSCE cross- 
section of British history, rather than what 
Britain and its people are actually about. 

“They seemed to choose an odd selection 
of things. If people want to know what 
Britain is about, if you’re moving here, then 
you need to know more than who the Royal 
Family are. 

“India call-centre staff were apparently 
being shown episodes of EastEnders to help 
them get to grips with colloquial English, so 
it’s not that absurd an idea. God help them 
though, if that’s not a deterrent to come here, 
what is?” 

Typical entries in the book include 
alcopops, baked beans, apologising, pubs and 
Irn Bru. 

It’s an eclectic mix and Spurs fan Aitch, 41, 
also took certain inspiration from Thanet, 
and in particular his home town of Margate, 
into account when he was putting together 
his A to Z guide of the cultural fabric that 
makes up life in this country. 

He said: “The place you’re brought up in 
has a massive influence on your life. At 


school I had a teacher called Bob Lilley who 
was a great influence in my learning the tim¬ 
ing of risque humour. I really can’t think of 
another teacher that I respected during all 
my years of education. 

“I’ve written about Dreamland a fair bit 
and that was certainly an inspiration to 
grow up around. I think I also developed an 
early taste for pop culture and fashion 
thanks to Margate, as so much of it came to 
town just days after hitting London.” 

We’re British, Innit was added to when it 
came out in paperback. 


Through his website, Aitch received many 
ideas for inclusion in the book. 

He said: “It’s great when you get feedback 
from your readers. It’s nice to hear from peo¬ 
ple who have read your work and have some¬ 
thing to say about it. 

“I say in the intro to the book that I’m 
always open to new ideas. Five of the new 
ones I was sent were included in the paper¬ 
back and written up in the style of the book, 
before I sent the contributors a copy.” 

Aitch will always have a place for Kent in 
his heart, but now lives in Stratford. 


However, he travels far and wide to work. 

He said: “I’ve worked for magazines all 
over the world and I even get to travel out¬ 
side of the UK on occasion. I do specialise in 
writing about Britain and Britishness, so 
that does limit the amount of exciting over¬ 
seas assignments. But I’ve also written TV 
stuff for Channel 4 and I’d certainly like to 
do a little more of that.”

BEREAVED families may be forced 
to travel miles to identify dead rel¬ 
atives if plans to establish a single 
mortuary for Kent are approved. 

The proposal is one of several being consid¬ 
ered by County Hall in an attempt to prevent 
the cost of the county’s coroners’ service spi¬ 
ralling out of control. 

Kent County Council currently spends 
about £1 million per year on post-mortem 
examinations at five different hospitals 
throughout the region, but bosses believe it 
would be cheaper in the long-term to have a 
mortuary owned by the taxpayer. 

A second option being considered is to build 
one mortuary in the east and another in the 
west, with the latter also offering post-mortem 
services to local authorities outside of Kent. 

The job of a coroner is to inquire into deaths 
reported to them which appear to be violent, 
sudden or of unknown causes. 

They seek to establish the cause of death, if 
necessary by a post-mortem and if the cause 
remains in doubt then an inquest is held. 

The issue was discussed at a meeting of the 
council’s communities policy overview and 
scrutiny committee last week, when Cllr Jean 
Law (Con, Heme Bay) said: “I understand we

have an overspend but at no point have I 
heard any mention of the effect on the public, 
and I would be very much against having one 
mortuary for the whole of the county. 

“This is a sensitive issue because the coro¬ 
ners’ service is not just for the deceased but for 
the bereaved as well, we must consider travel¬ 
ling across Kent isn’t easy for a lot of people.” 

The average cost of a single post-mortem 
examination is £189, and last year 4,396 
were held in Kent - accounting for more than 
half of the 7,443 deaths reported. 

KCC will face even more financial pressure 
next year when Dartford and Gravesham 
NHS Trust increases its annual charge at 
Darent Valley Hospital by a staggering 157 
per cent, from £97,000 to £249,000. 

The authority also spends £425,000 a year 


on pathologists’ fees. In addition to the mor¬ 
tuary plan, the council is looking to save cash 
by cutting the number of coroners from four 
part-timers to one full-timer. 

Current Mid Kent and Medway coroner 
Roger Sykes is due to retire at the end of 
April, and his successor will eventually take 
responsibility for the three other districts - 
north-west Kent, north-east Kent and central 
and south-east Kent - once the other coro¬ 
ners resign or retire. 

That person will then be supported by a 
team of deputy coroners. 

KCC also plans to make savings by holding 
more inquests at council-owned buildings like 
its County Hall headquarters in Maidstone. 

“The increase in post-mortems is largely 
about the culture of this country,” said Clive 
Bainbridge, director of community safety and 
regulatory services. 

“The role of the coroner has changed. 
They’ve been around for hundreds of years 
but only recently have people heard of them. 

“Their profile has been heightened by the 
fact people are more litigious than they 
used to be. They don’t accept people die by 
accident.” 

Meanwhile, Mr Bainbridge also revealed 
the council plans to lobby the Government 
over the 2009 Coroners and Justice Act. 

One of the provisions of the Act was the intro¬ 
duction of a chief coroner to oversee the entire 
system, but last month the Government said 
this would not happen due to cash constraints.

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Winter service ready for snow 

Communities given salt supplies to help beat extreme weather 


COUNTY Hall transport chiefs 
insist lessons have been learned 
from the severe snowstorms that 
brought Kent crashing to its 
knees almost one year ago, writes 
Steve Knight. 

Roads were gridlocked, ferries delayed and 
trains cancelled during the worst period of icy 
weather since the 1970s, resulting in three 
‘snow emergencies’ being called between 
December and February 

And following a week where gale-force 
winds and torrential rain have battered the 
UK into submission, Kent County Council 
says it is well-prepared to tackle anything the 
heavens throw at it this winter. 

“I think there was recognition across the 
country that changes needed to be made after 
last year,” said Carol Valentine, community 
delivery manager for winter services. 

“This isn’t a country where you usually get

weather like that, but we have certainly 
learned a lot from the experience.” 

Kent’s winter service officially started on 
October 25 and will run until the end of March 
next year with a budget of £2.4 million. 

The council’s highway services team has a 


large quantity of road salt in preparation for 
the icy weather, with 23,000 tonnes current¬ 
ly being stored in eight depots throughout 
the county. 

However, this year district and parish coun¬ 
cils will also be allocated their own supplies 
following criticism that KCC did not have the 
local knowledge required to identify what 
roads and pavements needed gritting first. 

A consultation of council leaders and chief 
executives last spring concluded that the win¬ 
ter service was “disjointed and poorly-pre¬ 
pared”, but Mrs Valentine said lessons had 
been learned from the criticism. 

“We’ll be working much more closely with 
the districts this year,” she said. “While our 
main priority is to keep the roads clear, we 
know the town centres really matter to people 
too, so the district councils will take responsi¬ 
bility for them. 

“The parishes will be involved as well, with 
more than 140 of them receiving one tonne of 
salt each to be used primarily on pavements.” 


One of the most damaging knock-on effects 
of last winter’s icy onslaught was the erosion 
of Kent’s road network through giant potholes. 

However, KCC has revealed that £6.5m has 
been spent filling 31,400 individual craters 
across the county over the last six months. 

Leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “The specialist 
tarmac firms have done a fantastic job. The 
roads are in a vastly better condition than 
they have been for many years and that’s 
down to the hard work of these contractors, 
many of whom worked exceedingly long hours 
up to seven days a week to get this work done. 

“Under the ‘find-and-fix’ system, crews fixed 
virtually every pothole in the road, and as a 
result carried out about six times the amount 
of work than would normally have been done.” 

Meanwhile, Kent Highways also plan to pro¬ 
duce media bulletins providing information on 
when and where salting crews will be on the 
road and how much salt is being laid. 

The salting routes will also be published at 
www.kent.gov.uk/transportandstreets. 


Lines of communication to keep us on track 


RAIL operator Southeastern has 
launched an online tool allowing pas¬ 
sengers to see at the touch of a button 
how train services are operating. 

The new feature has been intro¬ 
duced as part of the firm’s winter 
preparations and shows either ‘good 
service’, ‘minor disruption’ or ‘major 
disruption’ on each of the 12 Metro, 


mainline and high-speed lines. 

It also includes a route map show¬ 
ing how disruption may affect cer¬ 
tain journeys. 

Rail services were badly hit during 
last winter’s severe weather condi¬ 
tions, with some 100 instances 
where Southeastern services were 
significantly delayed. 


The average delay lasted for an 
hour and 20 minutes, with the 
longest a staggering seven hours. 

In an attempt to improve commu¬ 
nication with passengers, South¬ 
eastern says all drivers and conduc¬ 
tors have now been issued with Black- 
Berry mobiles so they can receive 
immediate updates from control. 


Customers can also get updates on 
Twitter and sign up for email alerts 
tailored to their individual journeys. 

In addition, Network Rail is 
installing more than 16,000 metres 
of heating strips on lines throughout 
Kent to prevent them icing up in 
cold weather. 

Service delivery director Vince 


Lucas said: “We hope the changes we 
have made will be a noticeable 
improvement in passenger commu¬ 
nication but realise there will 
always be more that can be done. 

‘We are committed to continuing 
to learn and improve, and these 
changes are just the next step.”

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Motorists’ fury as 
gale shuts bridge 
but tolls stay open

MASSIVE delays caused by the 
closure of the Dartford crossing 
could have been avoided if the 
tolls had been temporarily sus¬ 
pended, angry motorists claim. 

Last month the Department for Transport 
announced car drivers will be charged £2.50 
to cross the Thames by 2012, and that the 67 
per cent increase will help fund more occa¬ 
sions when the barriers can be lifted. 

Yet despite gale-force winds forcing the 
closure of the QEII Bridge on Thursday, 
November 11, motorists were still forced to 
sit in traffic for hours before handing their 
change over at the tolls to use the tunnel. 

Some vented their frustration by posting 
comments on our kentnews.co.uk website 
and accused the Government of putting 
cash before congestion. 

“I queued for five hours and yet they were 
still charging people for using the crossing,” 
said Mike from Rochester. “A simple fix 
which must surely make a difference is to 
allow everyone through at no cost when the 
bridge is closed. Charging in these circum¬ 
stances is profiteering in the extreme.” 

Northfleet resident Barry Rogers wrote: 


“It was announced in a flurry of publicity 
that in extreme traffic the tolls would be 
relaxed until conditions improved. This did 
not happen. How bad does it have to get?” 

When poor weather or accidents force the 
closure of the QEII Bridge, the Highways 
Agency diverts Kent-bound traffic through 
one of the two tunnels usually reserved for 
Essex-bound vehicles. 

The last time this happened, after a lorry 
fire on August 6, the tolls were suspended 
to help ease congestion. However, the 
agency claims keeping the barriers in place 
last week helped manage the severe delays. 

Scrapped 

A spokesman said: “It wasn’t tolls that 
were causing the traffic, it was reduced 
capacity of the tunnels. Removing them on 
this occasion wouldn’t have helped.” 

The Dartford crossing has been a thorny 
subject for Kent motorists for years, as the 
tolls should have been scrapped seven 
years ago when the cost of building the 
QEII Bridge was finally met. 

Under plans announced as part of last 
month’s comprehensive spending review, 
the charges for car drivers could rise from 
£1.50 to £2 next year before increasing 
again to £2.50 in 2012.

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Switch from cycles to vans will be ‘greener’ says Royal Mail 


Traditional postie’s bike 
now a thing of the past

THE familiar sight of a postie on 
a bike is to become a thing of the 
past as radical changes to the 
way mail is delivered are intro¬ 
duced. 

Postal workers in eastern parts of the 
county saw their bicycles taken away this 
week and replaced with vans - or trolleys for 
places inaccessible by larger vehicles - in a 
shake-up by Royal Mail. 

The service said it was part of a £2 billion 
modernisation of the national operation and 
argued it would stop workers having to 
carry heavy loads of letters and parcels. 

One east Kent worker, who asked not to be 
named, questioned why changes needed to 
be made when the old system worked. 

He added: “All bikes are being taken away 
and we’ll be going out in vans in pairs. Bike 
sheds at the sorting offices are also being 
taken down.” 

A spokesman for Royal Mail said it was 
not a straightforward switch from bikes to 
vans and that not all cycles would go. 

But he admitted vans would be the most 
common way for posties to travel, claiming it 
would be greener. Previously, postmen were 
replenished throughout their rounds, lead-

ing to multiple trips by vans going to and 
from the sorting office. 

“We remain committed to becoming a 
greener organisation and the improvements 
we are making will help in our aim of 
achieving a 34 per cent reduction in carbon 
emissions by 2015,” he said. 

“As we deliver fewer letters but more 
packets and parcels than we did, the switch 
to vans and trolleys will enable us to take 
the weight off backs, we can reduce cycling 
accidents involving staff, and we can elimi¬ 
nate the need to send out older, more pol¬ 
luting vans to replenish postmen and 
women by sending out all the mail, includ¬ 


ing parcels and special delivery, in one go.” 

The Communication Workers’ Union, 
which represents postal workers in the 
county, welcomed the move. 

A spokeswoman said: ‘We fully support 
this and the reasons behind it. A lot of peo¬ 
ple have a rose-tinted view of the postman 
on his bike, but this is a positive change.” 

But campaigners from bike group CTC 
said many postal workers were unhappy 
about giving up their bikes. Campaign co¬ 
ordinator Debra Rolfe said delivering mail 
by bike was good for the environment, for 
the health of postmen and women and for 
the safety of people using the road. 

She said: “To overcome the problem of the 
increase in the number of parcels being 
delivered, Royal Mail needs look at using 
cargo bicycles and tricycles. 

“These are already used in the UK by 
courier companies such as DHL and FedEx 
and are the norm in other European coun¬ 
tries. It is also ironic that Royal Mail says it 
will always consider its environmental 
impact and wants to develop low-carbon 
vehicles, when at the same time it is plan¬ 
ning to stop using the one of the greenest 
forms of transport.” 

Many of the bikes previously used by 
Royal Mail will be donated to charity. 
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Brave paramedic 
calmed knifeman 

A PARAMEDIC who calmed down a knife- 
wielding drunk has been commended for his 
actions. South East Coast Ambulance Service 
technician Simon Matthews came face-to-face 
with the patient on a call-out in January. 

Mr Matthews, based at Maidstone ambu¬ 
lance station, saw the man had taken an over¬ 
dose, coupled with a large amount of alcohol, 
and needed hospital treatment immediately. 

The patient became agitated and took out a 
knife, which he threatened to use. 

Mr Matthews said: “He was distressed and 
very aggressive. I spent about five minutes 
talking and building up trust before taking 
the knife from him.” 

SECULAR homeless charity Catching 
Lives has teamed up with churches in 
Canterbury to make sure none of the 
city’s rough sleepers suffer in winter weather. 

Churches will take it in turns to use their halls to 
house the homeless for the night from mid- 
December to early January. 

The Rev Graham Whittlesea, who is co-ordinat¬ 
ing the shelter when it visits St Martin and St 
Paul’s Church hall, said: “We feel the need to help 
because Jesus told us to.” 

Roadworks delays 

MOTORISTS using the A21 face further 
delays as month-long roadworks start this 
weekend. Work was due to begin on Saturday 
to install emergency gates on the central reser¬ 
vation of the Lamberhurst bypass - and it 
could add 30 minutes to journey times. 

The gates would allow traffic to be moved 
from one carriageway to another if part of the 
1.5-mile bypass has to be closed. Barriers are 
also being upgraded. 

During the work there will be one lane 
closed in each direction on the A21 to create a 
safety zone and a 50mph limit.

more jail time 

A CONVICTED money-launderer from 
Dartford has been ordered by Kent Police to 
give up £1.2 million worth of assets. 

Stephen Court, 57, who owns the haulage 
firm Transmove in the village of Bean, was 
jailed for five years last July after being found 
guilty of defrauding HM Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC) of about £3.8m, and of money-laundering. 

A confiscation hearing at Maidstone Crown 
Court last Friday was told that Court had ben¬ 
efited to the tune of £2. lm, but that only £1.2m 
worth of assets - including a house in 
Dartford, a Spanish villa, cash and several 
vehicles - was available to confiscate. 

He has now been given six months to repay 
the money or face a further six years behind bars. 

Court’s co-defendant David Kemp, 36, from 
Ramsgate, was found to have benefited from 
£26,571, but with no identifiable assets. He 
was jailed for three years and four months 
after pleading guilty to three counts of fraud. 

Det Insp Mark Fairhurst said: “Court and 
Kemp both benefited after setting out to 
defraud many companies, including HMRC. 

“The judge has decided the money was 
gained illegally and has made a confiscation 
order under the Proceeds of Crime Act of more 
than a million pounds. We are determined to 
ensure anyone living beyond their means as a 
result of criminal activity hears our message 
that crime does not pay.” 


FARNINGHAM has been named the UK’s 
worst broadband speed blackspot. 

The village, near Sevenoaks, came bot¬ 
tom of the list in a survey conducted across the 
UK by broadband comparison site top10.com. 

According to the figures, average connection 
speeds were just 1.3Mb - which means a music 
album would take 45 minutes to download, and a 
movie a staggering 12 hours. The top speeds 
rolled out in other parts of the country top 40Mb. 

The findings are based on 98,000 speed tests 
conducted between August and October, 2010.

HELLO children. I hope you are 
sitting comfortably - today we 
are going through the square 
window to find a man who has 
spent almost all his life compil¬ 
ing the definitive guide to the 
classic Play School TV series. 

It ran from 1964 to 1988, and while many 
of the episodes have since been lost to time, 
and the BBC’s former habit of wiping valu¬ 
able master tapes, Paul R Jackson has been 
beavering away. 

He has collated and preserved a mass of 
vital knowledge and published it in his 
book A Celebration of Play School. 

Jackson, 44, from Whitstable, now works 
as a concierge in London. But he spent 
some time at the BBC working in the duty 
office, where he started his project more 
than 20 years ago. 

He said: “I was a fan who watched the 
programme from the age of around three 
and used it to learn how to tell the time. 

“This is truly a labour of love for me. I 
enjoyed the programme, as millions of chil¬ 
dren did every episode. 

“I loved it so much and couldn’t believe 
no-one had ever delved right into the show 
to make a book like this one. 

“I later worked at the BBC and was fortu¬ 
nate to meet some of the presenters and got 
to know the production team. When the 
programme finished production in 1988, 
they said as ‘keeper of the Play School 
archives’ I should write a book.” 

Now, 22 years later, that dream has final¬ 
ly been realised. 

Jackson said: “I interviewed over 200 for¬ 
mer contributors and included are hundreds 
of photos, many previously unseen before. 

“The first volume captures the pioneering 
days of the 60s, with great support from 
founding producer Joy Whitby, and the 
introduction of colour in 1968. 

“There are stories about the toys, 
Humpty, Jemima, Big Ted, Little Ted and 
Hamble. Can anyone remember which one 
was stolen? And of 
course those win¬

He also covers the 1970s with a section on 
the pets. And as if that’s not enough digging, 
Jackson found he had obtained so much 
material, volume two is already on the way. 

He said: “That will be published in the 
spring next year and carries on the story 
from the 1980s with a chapter on the over¬ 
seas countries that bought Play School kits 
and a comprehensive reference guide, includ¬ 
ing a week-by-week guide to the presenters.” 

Following a power cut the previous 
evening, Play School became the first pro¬ 
gramme to appear on the newly-launched 
BBC Two channel in April, 1964. 



The show’s creator Joy Whitby came up 
with the name because “play is the child’s 
first school”. 

There were nearly 5,700 editions, of which 
only 1,900 survive in BBC archives. 

Each day had a theme from dressing-up 
Tuesdays to pet day on Wednesdays. In all, 
104 presenters appeared and only four, Brian 
Cant, Carol Chell, Johnny Ball and Chloe 
Ashcroft, appeared in all three decades. 

The book’s publisher Kaleidoscope held a 
launch party at Bafta’s London HQ, attended 
by producer Joy Whitby, three former heads 
of BBC children’s programmes, 35 former 
presenters including Brian Cant, Johnny 
Ball, Julie Stevens, Don Spencer, and Carol 
Chell - who was the longest serving presen¬ 
ter after 22 years. 

Paddington Bear author Michael Bond, 
also attended, having been the number one 
cameraman on the programme when it 
launched. But the real guests of honour were 
Humpty, Jemima and Norway’s Little Ted.

THE opening date for the new 
Turner Contemporary art gallery 
in Margate has been announced. 

Trustees and executives met at Droit 
House in the seaside town on Monday to 
reveal that the gallery will open on Saturday, 
April 16,2011. Work on the building is due to 
finish next month. The auspicious opening 
weekend falls a week before Easter and 
JMW Turner’s birthday of April 23. 

Director Victoria Pomery said: “I feel privi¬ 
leged to stand before you and announce the 
opening date, when we hope everyone will 
come flooding through the doors. 

“What goes on inside the building is critical 
and will have the greatest impact. We hope 
people will travel great distances to experi¬ 
ence the magic of Margate.” 

The opening exhibition will be Revealed: 
Turner Contemporary Opens and is due to 
run until September 4,2011. 

Centred on Turner’s little-known paint¬ 
ing The Eruption of the Souffrier 
Mountains, the show will feature one of six 
international contemporary artists in 


each of the gallery’s principal spaces. 

French artist Daniel Buren will be creating 
a new installation in the ground-floor space, 
while other new commissions will be provid¬ 
ed by Conrad Shawcross and Kent-born 
Ellen Harvey, whose piece will reference 
Turner’s links to Margate and display along¬ 
side the master’s own architectural sketches. 

Russell Crotty, Teresita Fernandez and 
Douglas Gordon will also be displaying a 
mixture of old and new works. 

Opening on September 17, 2011, Nothing 
In The World But Youth is being developed 
with help from the community to portray the 
antipathy sometimes directed at youngsters. 

Art from schools in Kent will be displayed 
alongside pieces by the likes of Andy Warhol 
and Sarah Lucas. 

British artist Hamish Fulton will take over 
on January 14, 2012, with a solo exhibition 
alongside the first substantial Turner dis¬ 
play, which will open 14 days later. 

Turner and the Elements will comprise 
some 70 watercolours and 10 paintings. 

Turner Contemporary organisers are fore¬ 
casting 150,000 visitors in the first year. 

While they do not anticipate building a col¬ 
lection, they hope, through partnership with 
the Tate and other organisations, to continue 
their emphasis on encouraging new work. 


Work visa cap ‘not enough to 
cut UK’s immigration levels’ 


A KENT member of the Home Affairs Select 
Committee has warned that the 
Government needs to move far beyond the 
cap on work visas if immigration is to be 
drastically reduced, writes Marijke Cox. 

Mark Reckless, Tory MP for Rochester and 
Strood, said that although capping the num¬ 
ber of visas allocated to non-EU skilled work¬ 
ers would go a small way in tackling net 
immigration, tighter controls needed to be 
imposed on foreign students and family 
migration to really drive down numbers. 

In the first report since the committee was 
formed under the coalition, its members 
tackled the subject of net immigration and 
the need to slash migrant numbers from hun¬ 
dreds of thousands a year to tens of thousands. 

Mr Reckless backed the move by 
Government to cut immigration. 

The committee report, however, casts 
doubt on whether the cap on skilled workers 
outside of the European economic area 
(EEA) would have any effect, stating that 
unless it is set close to 100 per cent it would 
have little significant impact on overall 
immigration. 

Mr Reckless, who said he was delighted to 
have fellow Kent MP Damian Green, who 
holds the Ashford seat, controlling immigra¬ 
tion as minister, said the Government must 
move beyond work visas and impose tighter 
controls on students and family migration. 

He admitted, however, that some migra¬ 


tion could not be controlled, such as citizens 
abroad choosing to return to the UK. 

“We must control other routes as stringent¬ 
ly as necessary to cut net immigration to 
tens of thousands a year,” he said. “This need 
not mean damaging the economy.” 

Mr Reckless said visas of tier one migrants 
- defined by the previous government as 
being so highly skilled they should be given 
a visa even if they had no job - should be 
reallocated if they had only been able to get 
unskilled work. He also suggested a way to 
ensure companies would still be able to 
employ skilled non-EU workers. 

“If a business really needs a particular over¬ 
seas national to work in the UK, then that 
can be accommodated within an overall cap 
by auctioning available permits to businesses 
which benefit most from foreign workers. By 
doing this we will be able to bring in signifi¬ 
cantly more skilled people while reducing 
immigration numbers,” he said. 

In 2009, net immigration totalled 196,000. 

Tier one migrants and tier two migrants - 
defined as skilled workers who must have a 
job offer before being granted a visa - made up 
just 17 per cent of the number of immigrants. 

Immigration minister Mr Green, who 
called the system “out of control”, said in his 
first speech in the post that routes taken by 
non-EU people to enter the country, such as 
education and family reasons, needed to be 
looked at.

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Gas power plant could 
bid for carbon funding 


CARBON-busting technology may 
yet see the light of day in Kent 
after a £1 billion government 
scheme was extended to gas-fired 
power stations. 

The competition to win funding for a carbon 
capture and storage (CCS) demonstration 
facility was originally only open to coal-fired 
plants, but before this week only one site in 
Scotland was still in the running. 

Last month E.ON - owner of Kingsnorth 
coal-fired power station on the Hoo Peninsula, 
near Rochester - announced it was pulling 
out of the race because it could not foresee 
building a replacement in the near future. 

However, the German firm is refusing to

rule out re-entering the competition now that 
its separate gas-fired power station on the 
Isle of Grain is eligible for funding. 

A spokesman said: “It’s too early to say yes 
or no, so we’re not ruling anything in or out. 
Watch this space.” 

The 1,275-megawatt Grain power plant, 
due to be fully operational by the end of the 
year, is one of four gas-fired plants in Kent. 

The others are Damhead Creek in Hoo, 
Medway Power Station on the Isle of Grain, 
and the much smaller Sevington power sta¬ 
tion near Ashford. 

However, none of the three are likely to be 


entered into the CCS competition. 

Damhead Creek owner, Scottish Power, is 
also the firm behind the only remaining coal- 
fired station eligible for the funding, and says 
it is entirely focused on that particular bid. 

Scottish and Southern Energy - owner of 
Medway Power Station - says it is already 
working on implementing CCS technology at 
its gas-fired plant in Peterhead, east Scotland. 

Kent Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe 
said: ‘When the Government is spending limit¬ 
ed financial resources on carbon capture, which 
may take some years to implement, the ques¬ 
tion should be raised as to what else we could 
do with the money. If we spent the same 
amount on insulating homes belonging to eld¬ 
erly and vulnerable people, we could reduce the 
amount of carbon in the atmosphere that way.”

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Job plans slammed 

A UNION has slammed Canterbury, Thanet 
and Dover councils over plans to change work¬ 
ers’ rights for their shared services initiative. 

As part of a cost-cutting exercise, the three 
councils plan to amalgamate some services, so 
they do not have to duplicate jobs. 

But union GMB has said the three councils 
want to cut redundancy pay and benefits for 
when workers have to relocate by up to 75 per 
cent. It says 1,600 employees will be affected. 

Brian Skipper, GMB’s regional officer, said: 
“The councils are threatening redundancies, 
and to dismiss and re-engage staff on a new 
contract if the unions do not agree to the cuts.” 

A spokesman for the three councils involved 
in the talks said: “The negotiations are still 
ongoing.”

Hilda Sharpe’s 15-hour swim across the 
Channel in 1926; the future King Edward 
VIII on the Royal Navy training ship HMS 
Worcester; and the first crossing of the hov¬ 
ercraft in 1959. 

Mr Gray said Timereel - based in Norwich 
- uses regional archive material and film 
supplied by the ITN Source service to piece 
the DVDs together. 

“We wanted to make these films dedicated 
to the region, as Kent has such a rich and var¬ 
ied history worthy of being showcased on 
screen,” he said. 

“Using original footage in the way we’ve 
done - to create special feature-length films 
rather than just parts of a documentary - is 
a rare and careful process. 

“Each film will appeal to anyone with an 
interest in the county, and many will be able 
to recount first-hand the events shown. 

“Others will be gripped by the real-life 
accounts of what life was like for people in the 
region living through some amazing times.”

Minister refuses power plea 


FURTHER doubt has been cast on the future of 
nuclear power at Dungeness after a Government 
minister reiterated the coalition’s opposition to a 
new atomic plant at the site, writes Steve Knight. 

Hopes for a third reactor were 
dealt a blow last year when the pre¬ 
vious Labour administration left 
Dungeness off a list of potential 
locations for new nuclear power sta¬ 
tions. More than 500 people work 
at Dungeness B and supporters 
fear the community will crumble if 
its main employer ceases to exist. 

Folkestone and Hythe Tory MP 
Damian Collins secured a 
Parliamentary debate on the sub¬ 
ject on Tuesday, but was told envi¬ 
ronmental concerns surrounding 
the proposal had not been allayed. 

Energy minister Gregory Barker 
said: “Dungeness failed because we 
do not believe a new nuclear power 
station could be built there without 
causing adverse impacts on the 
integrity of the special area of conservation, or that the impacts could 
be avoided or even substantially mitigated. Given the particular 
adverse effects, the Government does not consider listing Dungeness 
is justified. I know that will come as a disappointment to my hon¬ 
ourable friend, but I also know he will continue with his campaign. 

“Although I have given him our clear and stated view, we remain 
open to new evidence.” 

Nuclear power meets about 20 per cent of the UK’s electricity 
needs and is supplied by 19 reactors, the majority of which are near¬ 
ing the end of their lives. Dungeness B is a 1,200MW twin-unit 
power station that employs more than 500 full-time staff but is due 
to be decommissioned by 2018. 

Were Dungeness C to be approved, it would create about 2,000 jobs

during construction, and a further 350 to 450 over a 60-year period. 

It would also produce a maximum output of 1,600MW - sufficient for 
about 2.5 million households. Mr Collins told the minister he felt the 
positive aspects of allowing a new reactor at Dungeness - namely job 
creation and energy security - could outweigh environmental concerns. 

He added: “The debate on whether Dungeness goes forward is 
based not on whether local people are for or against it - they are 
overwhelmingly in favour. 

“Earlier this year the secretary of state said consideration should be 
given to whether new stations can be built alongside existing nuclear 
sites and whether there is strong local support. 

“Dungeness meets both criteria. We are left having to fight for some¬ 
thing I believe should be relatively straightforward. However, it is a 
fight I am determined to pursue on behalf of my constituents as many 
of their livelihoods depend on a nuclear power.” 

During the debate Mr Collins paid tribute to pro-Dungeness cam¬ 
paigner and county councillor Willie Richardson, who died last week 
after a lengthy battle with cancer.

Menace of foreign 
trucks ‘must stop’

TRANSPORT ministers are being 
urged to clampdown on foreign 
lorry drivers blamed for causing 
more accidents on Kent’s roads. 

Last March the House of Commons’ public 
accounts committee recommended that over¬ 
seas haulage firms should pay 
more for using British high¬ 
ways because they pay less 
for fuel, drive unsafe vehicles 
and frequently flout road 
safety laws. 

And now a Kent MP has 
taken things a step further by 
requesting all foreign lorries 
are subjected to a much more 
rigorous inspection regime 
than they are at present. 

North Thanet Tory repre¬ 
sentative Roger Gale called 
for Parliamentary action 
when he tabled a question on 
the subject last week. 

“I believe there is a dispro¬ 
portionate involvement of for¬ 
eign lorries in road traffic accidents, and that 
record is due in part to sight lines and the con¬ 
dition of the vehicles,” said Mr Gale. 

“They arrive laden with EU duty-paid fuel 
and depart before refilling. In the interim they 
not only cause wear and tear on roads they do 


not pay for but, more importantly, they become 
involved in accidents causing damage to other 
vehicles, injury and sadly, on occasions, death. 

“Clearly Kent, as the main gateway county, 
bears the brunt of the problem but it is a 
national issue as well.” 

Last week a Parisian motorist failed to 
secure an appeal against his conviction for 
driving a dangerously overweight lorry. 

Raphael Levy, 21, was pulled over in 
Swanscombe, near Dartford, last July by 
Kent Police officers who found his vehicle 
weighed 5,940kg - some 63 
per cent over the legal weight 
limit of 3,500kg. 

His is the latest in a cata¬ 
logue of incidents where for¬ 
eign lorry drivers have been 
prosecuted for failing to abide 
by British road laws. 

Mr Gale said he believed 
the time had come to intro¬ 
duce a much more rigorous 
inspection regime to ensure 
all vehicles entering the UK 
are roadworthy and carry 
appropriate mirrors for left- 
hand drive use. 

He also called for the 
Britdisc road tax scheme - 
first proposed in 2000 by 
then-Chancellor Gordon Brown - to be 
reassessed. 

At present foreign lorry drivers are allowed 
to drive for free in the UK while British 
hauliers must pay road tax when they travel 
abroad.

TIME FOR CONSOLIDATION 


Knights Solicitors partner MICHAEL McNALLY says the Equality Act 2010 was 
coming whoever won the election. The good news is the changes are minimal 


URING the General Election 
campaign, the Conservatives 


D promised that for every new 
regulation introduced an old 
one would be repealed. 

Despite this, it was less than five months before 
the Equality Act 2010 was brought into force, 
albeit by a coalition Government rather than a 
Conservative administration. Of course, it’s not 
fair to blame the Government for implementing 
the Equality Act. This enormous piece of legisla¬ 
tion was the work of the previous govern¬ 
ment and had already been passed by 
Parliament before the election. 

Whichever party had won, the 
Equality Act would have been 
implemented. Why does this mat¬ 
ter? It matters because 26,000 
businesses failed last year - and , 
that was before the present level of 
spending cuts had even been ' 
thought of. The rate of business 
failures is only likely to increase. 

Worse still, the risk of having to 
face employment tribunal claims has 
risen dramatically. Last year, the num¬ 
ber of claims rose by more than 50 per 
cent, reaching a total of 236,000. 

The average compensation award is more 
than £8,000, although most cases do not even 
reach a tribunal. They are settled by employers 
who pay off the employee out of fear of the time, 
aggravation and expense of fighting a claim. 

In almost every case, legal costs are not award¬ 
ed. Employers find themselves on a hiding to 
nothing, faced with the reality that their legal 
costs are likely to exceed any compensation. 

In this difficult background, we now have the 
Equality Act. So how dramatic a change in 
employment law is the new act? 

Most of it came into force on October 1, with only 
the most controversial provisions being held back. 
The most significant of these are the provisions 
over positive discrimination. If introduced, these 
would allow employers to positively discriminate 
in favour of under-represented groups. The 
chances are this controversial provision will never 
be implemented. 

As far as the rest of the act is concerned, the first 


r i 


point to bear in mind is that it is principally a 'con¬ 
solidating’ act, meaning it simply brings together 
in one Act of Parliament the large number of anti- 
discrimination laws which started with the Sex 
Discrimination Act in 1975. 

The reasonably reassuring news is, therefore, 
that the changes are not that great. It remains the 
case that discrimination is unlawful if it is on the 
grounds of one of the following ‘protected charac¬ 
teristics’: sex, marital or civil partnership status, 
race, disability, gender reassignment, religion or 
belief, sexual orientation, pregnancy or maternity 
leave and age. Most of the changes are simply to 
codify in statute the effects of case law over 
the last few years, and occasionally 
reverse the effects of case law - usual- 
y where it has favoured the employ¬ 
er rather than the employee. 

This is particularly the case in 
relation to disability discrimina¬ 
tion, where it is now easier for 
I employees to succeed with claims. 
One inevitable consequence of 
the new legislation is employees 
will be more aware of their rights, 
so we can be sure there will be an 
increase in employment tribunal 
aims and an increase in appeal cases 
^ to clarify what the changes mean. 

This all sounds rather depressing for 
employers - particularly in circumstances 
where you may need to make redundancies. It 
does not, however, have to be as bad as that. 

It is perfectly possible for an employer to make 
someone redundant or even to discriminate and to 
do so lawfully, provided he has been through a 
proper process of consideration of all the evidence 
and properly consulted with the employee before 
coming to a sensible decision. 

The reason so many dismissals and other steps 
taken by employers are challenged in tribunals is 
that employers do not go through these basic 
steps and instead make decisions that are funda¬ 
mentally flawed and open to challenge. 

With proper consideration, it is perfectly pos¬ 
sible to get it right - and remember that 
employees do not acquire unfair dismissal 
rights, on the whole, until they have been 
employed for a year. Subject to the anti-discrim¬ 
ination laws, you have a year to decide whether 
you like your new employee. 
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Hobbled by the lack 
of health foresight 

WHAT is more important to the NHS in Kent, 
stopping people from walking around in 
agony or maintaining the jobs of well-paid 
managers? 

The cynics among you will almost certain¬ 
ly claim the latter, especially after it was 
revealed this week that hospital trusts are 
asking doctors to stop referring non-urgent 
cases to hospitals. 

This could mean people in desperate need 
of hip and knee replacements, prostate can¬ 
cer surgery and more may be forced to live 
with pain and suffering while those deemed 
more important are treated first. 

The knock-on effect could be that come 
next year hospitals are overwhelmed by a 
flood of patients in even greater need than 
they were to begin with. 

While it is understandable that NHS trusts 
should seek to save as much money as they 
can, the service it provides is one that 
should not be tampered with lightly. 

Sick people are not like schools, care 
homes and libraries, because they cannot 
sit for months waiting on decisions about 
their future. Likewise, the NHS cannot 
afford to make mistakes when it comes to 
handling patients. 

Maidstone GP Dr Paul Hobday described 
the deferral order as “pathetically short¬ 
sighted” and predicted trouble ahead. 
Here’s hoping he’s wrong, for all our sakes. 

Kent can claim Kate 
as one of its own 

WEDDING bells will be ringing next year 
when Prince William and Kate Middleton 
finally tie the knot after eight years together. 

But while the national press is building 
Kate up as the “commoner come good”, 
it’s interesting to know that she too has 
more than her fair share of blue blood - 
and Kentish blood at that. 

But regardless of where in the country 
she is from, we’re sure the county will wel¬ 
come her with open arms when the big 
day arrives. 


Free market’s 
heavy price 

Bob Goldfield, the CEO of Dover 
Harbour Board, was right in his 
comments last week about Britain 
being riddled with foreign owner¬ 
ship. We take electricity from the 
French because a previous 
Conservative government told the 
British people they could not be 
trusted to own their electricity 
industry. So they sold it off and it is 
now owned by the French people, 
who presumably can be trusted to 
own it and to take the profits from 
the electricity bills we pay. 

And so on, ad infinitum. Water, 
gas, telecoms, railways, not forget¬ 
ting the jewel in the crown of 
51 per cent of BP - bought for the 
nation by Winston Churchill and 
sold off by a Conservative govern¬ 
ment. There is money in our servic¬ 
es from all over the world and 
that’s the way finance works, says 
Mr Goldfield. But it didn’t work, did 
it? That’s why we are in debt and 
not likely to get out of it because 
the free market, which he supports, 
is greedy, inefficient and persistent¬ 
ly rewards failure.

In the world of finance ‘greed is 
good’ is still the order of the day. 

Investment from pension funds? 
Not likely - the reputable ones are 
in debt. Leave it alone, Mr 
Goldfield. It’s ours, not yours to play 
with.

East Kent is one of the 
world’s top 12 destinations. And 
Ramsgate with its magnificent 
Royal harbour, architectural and 
historical heritage, is ideally placed 
to take pole position. 

It will have within a year a dual¬ 
carriageway/motorway from central 
London to within a mile of the town 
centre. It has the fast train from 
London that terminates at 
Ramsgate. It has a ferry port that 
through Ostend can bring the 
whole of Europe into the town. 

Lastly, it has an international 
airport with better access to 
Ramsgate than to any other 
town. Will Ramsgate and Thanet 
exploit this pot of gold? Not if 
the do-nothing national parties’ 
Luddites on Thanet and 


Ramsgate councils have their way.

Cliffhanger of 
fascinating dig 

The A Town Unearthed dig on 
Folkestone’s East Cliff, which 
began earlier this year, has 
been amazingly exciting. 

I found it more and more fas¬ 
cinating as the finds began to 
appear, most for the first time 
in thousands of years. There 
have been animal bones, pieces 
of pottery and worked/struck 
flint, all of which show that the 
area has been a site of impor¬ 
tance from the Stone Age 
through to the Roman invasion. 

Some of the pottery demon¬ 
strated increasing settlement 
and the existence of coastal 
and cross-Channel trade in pre- 
Roman days. This, while it was 
suspected, has been a revela¬ 
tion and the more than 2,000 
visitors to the site have mar¬ 
velled at what has been found. 

It has been a privilege to 


inform people and show them 
the history of the area. 

Next year’s dig coincides with 
the second Folkestone 
Triennial and it is hoped a local 
artist can create something 
near the East Cliff dig so locals, 
as well as those coming for the 
festival, can be attracted to 
visit, maybe even volunteering 
as well, to further uncover our 
town’s past. I have really 
enjoyed digging, washing finds 
and showing people round the 
site. Sorting, labelling and 
research will continue through¬ 
out the winter, with test pitting 
in gardens on the Bayle and 
elsewhere starting in spring.

Finally I would like to thank 
the professionals led by site 
archaeologist Keith Parfitt for 
patiently guiding me and all 
the other volunteers through¬ 
out the season.

A UNIQUE exhibition celebrating London 2012 
has been created as part of a cultural collabora¬ 
tion between the UKs creative universities.

This time, it is not so much about con¬ 
frontations between individual cars, but 
more about a contest over the future of 
motoring and the market. 

Even the most glamorous candidate, the 
Alfa Romeo Giulietta, is as much about 
eco-friendly diesel power options as it is 
about looks, pace and driving pleasure. 

Amazing 

As a car fan it would be my choice, of 
course, but the drive to cleaner and green¬ 
er motoring is exemplified by the Alfa’s 
polar opposite from among the seven 
finalists - Nissan’s amazing Leaf plug-in 
electric car. 

I still have reservations about electric 
cars in terms of actual range rather than 
the quoted one, about the weight of the bat¬ 
teries, and about the power station emis¬ 
sions that enable the cars themselves to 
deliver zero emissions. 

On the other hand, electric motors are 
light and deliver instant pulling power or 
torque rather taking time to build it like 
a conventional engine; so, solve the bat¬ 
tery and source energy generation prob¬ 
lems and they really should be the future 
and a COTY 2011 win for the Leaf would

really get the bandwagon rolling. 

But will the judges - 59 top motoring jour¬ 
nalists from 23 European countries - be 
that radical? And can they avoid favouring 
national or continental interests? 

I rather doubt it and there are also some 
other fine candidates such as the Volvo S60 
and its estate sister, the V60. 

I reviewed this car recently and 
was impressed that, after much 
huffing and puffing, the 
Swedish marque has created 
a real alternative to the com¬ 
pact executive sector’s / 
leader, the BMW 3-Series. 

But we live in strait¬ 
ened and increas¬ 
ingly puritanical 
times and I wonder 
whether COTY could 
come down to the battle 


of the practical - the Vauxhall/Opel Meriva v 
Ford C-Max. 

In this MPV stand-off, we have the 
Meriva’s style and unique selling point, 
rearward opening back doors for extra ease 
of access, going head to head with the 
rather more ordinary appeal of the Ford. 

But the bigger C-Max can now be 
bought with five or seven seats - 
though the latter version is 
gly at a time when MPVs 
are becoming more stylish 
and interesting, and even 
good to drive. 

Vauxhall has a point 
to prove too, having 
won COTY two 
years ago with the 
family sector 
Insignia, it 
saw the even 



more mould-breaking Astra pipped last 
year by the fine but rather conventional 
VW Polo. 

The Meriva is another radical Vauxhall 
though and may just vindicate the brand’s 
drive upmarket. 

Which brings us to the two remaining 
candidates: I shan’t bother to talk about 
the Romanian-built, but Renault-inspired, 
Dacia Duster crossover as it is not now 
likely to come to the UK until 2012. 

And that leaves the Citroen C3 and DS3; 
basically the same car with the former 
doing duty as a good value three/five-door 
supermini that is superior to its 
predecessor and far better to own and 
drive, while the latter is a would-be BMW 
Mini basher that is stylish and endlessly 
customisable. 

The judges’ verdict will be known on 
Monday, November 29.

THERE is an increasingly popular 
tinge to the Toyota range - eco green. 

The world’s Nol carmaker has not one but 
two hybrid models on the UK market and has 
‘reinvented’ conventional engines throughout 
its range; the new generation ‘Optimal Drive’ 
units now deliver more power with lower emis¬ 
sions and fuel consumption. 

After the furore over recalls on certain models 
over the past year or so, Toyota has also stepped 
up its perennial customer satisfaction drive 
by offering a five-year warranty across the 
board - only Chevrolet, Hyundai and Kia 
match or exceed that. 

To underline the momentum it now has, the 
brand has just delivered its 20 millionth vehicle 
in the UK and Europe - just 10 years after 
recording its 10 millionth sale here. 

And the popularity of that green shade 
was further boosted by a class victory for a 
UK-built Auris hybrid in the first RAC Future 
Car Challenge, designed as a showcase for 
greener cars. 

The Auris scooped the hybrid contest in the 
challenge by returning an average of 72.8mpg 
over the 60-mile Brighton-to-London course 
and exceeded its official 70.6mpg on the com¬ 
bined consumption cycle. 

The car, launched earlier this year, will 
run automatically on electric power over short 
distances in slow-moving city traffic, but 
switches to its 1.8-litre petrol engine on the 
open road, while also recovering battery power 
through braking. 



ECO HERO: Prius- 10th anniversary in the UK 

Toyota used the challenge to parade its 
FCHV-adv hydrogen fuel cell vehicle on UK 
roads for the first time as well - it hopes to 
bring a version to market here in 2015.

Mitsubishi Shogun 


BET you didn’t know the Mitsubishi 
Shogun has Kent connections. 

The Japanese stalwart 4x4 shares its name 
with the mammoth novel and cult TV series 
Shogun, inspired by the true story of 
Gillingham bom sailor Will Adams - the first 
Englishman to set foot in Japan. 

The less celebrated connection is the way the 
Mitsi leans on comers - Adams would have 
experienced the same sensation aboard the 


sailing ship that took him to Japan in 1600. 

To be fair though, the Shogun’s sloppiness 
posture on bends is a big improvement over 
the previous generation pre-2007 car and a 
rare downside of one of the best belt-and- 
braces 4x4s around. 

You do, of course, get exactly what it says on 
the Shogun’s tin - a mgged obstinacy when 
faced with challenging surfaces and terrain. 


While the mainstream 4x4 sector has had its 
boom, gone soft and morphed generally into 
sports utility vehicles (SUVs) and crossovers, 
the Shogun and a very few others still crash 
along the same potholed path. 

However, the Shogun line-up has been 
hacked back to reflect diminishing demand for 
such unreformed dinosaurs; there is still a 
choice of short wheelbase three-door and five- 



seat ‘baby version (from £28,499) or long 
wheelbase five-door and seven-seat grown-up 
version (from £31,499), as tested here. 

But there is just the one engine choice: an 
updated but long-familiar 3.2-litre turbod¬ 
iesel pushing out 158bhp when linked with a 
manual ‘box or 168bhp when partnered with 
an auto. 

It betrays its age a little in refinement, but 
pulls beautifully and feels rock solid - this is 
one tow car you would never expect to fail. 

On-road performance, as my spurious Will 
Adams connection suggested, is not terribly 
sophisticated though. 

While over-zealous driving is safe enough,

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the lurching motion might be too much for 
those in the back. 

But this is a two-tonne tank so you would be 
a bit mad to pilot it like a Mini; far better to 
enjoy its serenity and comfort when driven 
sensibly and keep the full consumption to a 
sensible average around 25mpg. 

And while it does look pretty unfashionable 
now against major rivals like the Land Rover 
Discovery, there is a massive amount of cabin 
room and good vision from the lofty seating 
and large glazed area - enhanced by the enor¬ 
mous oversize sunroof on the test car. 

However, like many so-called seven-seaters, 





you wouldn’t inflict the rear pair of chairs on 
anyone other than kids and teenagers. 

Interior quality is neither stylish nor horri¬ 
ble, but follows what you will now recognise as 
the Shogun’s no-nonsense ‘I’ll get you there 
come what may’ style. 

The seats are also superb, of the quality 
and comfort you would demand from some¬ 
thing that could be lurching across some 
rough terrain. 

But the Shogun is not a car to choose 
lightly - not one to buy because you ‘fancy a 
4x4’ - but more a lifetime as well as a lifestyle 
purchase. 


If you need something for a farm or country 
estate, or a courtesy bus for a country hotel 
then this is your baby, and I suspect it would 
be more reliable than an equivalent Land 
Rover or Range Rover. 

Off-road clout is boosted by high and low 
gear ratios and a lockable central differential 
to maintain traction in the most difficult con¬ 
ditions, while the classic body on chassis con¬ 
struction makes the car feel rock solid even 
when one or more comer is in the air.

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Kate expectations of 
Royal wedding boost

KENT’S wedding industry is antic¬ 
ipating a major boost as couples 
rush to set a date to match the 
royal nuptials. 

Florists, dressmakers, wedding planners and 
venues are welcoming the announcement that 
future king Prince William is set to marry long¬ 
term girlfriend Kate Middleton next year, with 
predictions it could even cause marital overload 
in the hospitality industry 

Victoria Wallace, MD of Leeds Castle, one of 
the county’s leading venues, said she was posi¬ 
tive about the effects the forthcoming royal wed¬ 
ding would have. 

“Being a former royal residence for six 
medieval queens and a 
favourite palace of 
Henry VIII, the castle 
has strong ties to royal¬ 
ty,” she said. 

“We are expecting 
inquiries from hun¬ 
dreds of brides wishing 
to book their wedding 
for the same date as 
Prince William and 
Kate Middleton, all 
wanting a wedding in 
‘royal’ surroundings.” 

She added: “Our his¬ 
torians are also investigating a link we believe 
exists between Michael Middleton, Kate’s father, 
and the Fairfax family, who are former owners of 
Leeds Castle.” 

Hilary Simmons, partner of family-run busi¬ 
ness the Old Kent Bam at Swingfield, near 
Hawkinge, agreed it was likely that more people 
would decide to get married next year: “We’re 
opening a new luxuiy bam, so we hope people 
will want a luxury wedding like the Royal couple.

“It’s a big possi¬ 
bility we could 
see more people 
wanting to book 
for a wedding 
next year. 

“We have fairy lights lighting up our grounds 
and people can have a glittering wedding, like 
the Royal couple.” 

But it’s not just venues expecting a msh. 
Bernadette Cummins, of the Bridal Studio, 
which supplies brides and grooms with dresses 
and suits, said she was expecting an increase in 
custom. “It’s going to be fantastic for businesses,” 
she said. Prince William and Kate Middleton 
are such a lovely couple and it’s going to make 


people think how good it would be to get married 
the same year as them. 

“I think it’s going to be bigger than Charles 
and Diana’s wedding. Couples will want to say 
they got married at the same time. 

“Once the date is announced, people are going 
to want to get married on that day.” 

A leap in the number of people getting mar¬ 
ried was seen in 1981, the year of Prince 
Charles’s wedding to Lady Diana Spencer. 

Florist Sally Parks, who runs Flowers by SP in 
Broadstairs, said she hoped to see the same hap¬ 
pen on 2011. 

“I hope it will be good for business,” she said. 

“There’s a lot of talk about the Royal wedding 
and I hope it will inspire people to get married.” 


Phone firm dials into nearly a billion users 


PHONE software provider Synchronica has 
grown its customer base to 60 mobile phone 
operators globally and extended its user market 
to nearly a billion people. 

The milestone also marks an incredible rate of 
growth for the Tunbridge Wells-based firm, which 
has added 43 per cent more users since June. 

The latest leap includes acquisition of a rival to 
Synchronica’s highly successful Mobile Gateway, 
which allows even budget phones to use mes¬ 
saging and internet services and has enabled the 
firm to tap into the world’s developing markets 
where mobile phones are outstripping often out¬ 
moded terrestrial systems. 

Company CEO Carsten Brinkschulte - whose 
CV includes working for Apple - said: “In June we 
announced we had signed our 40th mobile oper¬ 
ator customer. I’m thrilled that in less than five 
months we’ve been able to grow this to 60 and 


been breaking into the fast¬ 
growing mobile market of India 
and expanding our leading posi¬ 
tion in Africa. 

“The acquisition of iseemedia 
and our recent group-wide 
agreement with a pan-African 
operator group has propelled 
Synchronica to a leading posi¬ 
tion in the market of next-gener¬ 
ation mobile messaging in 
emerging economies.” 

Other recent deals include two of the largest 
mobile operators in India; with over 670 million 
mobile phone users, India is the world’s second 
largest mobile market. 

According to new data, it connects approxi¬ 
mately 10 million new users each month and is on 
course for a billion by 2015. The appeal to these 


emerging markets is that Synchronica’s flagship 
software, Mobile Gateway 5, enables operators 
to increase data traffic and subscriber loyalty 
through a range of mobile messaging services, 
yet doesn’t eat up network capacity. It can use as 
little as 10 per cent of the bandwidth of estab¬ 
lished systems in the developed world. 

It has also recently ventured into budget-price 
‘white label’ versions of Western mobile devices 
compatible with price-sensitive users in develop¬ 
ing markets. 

Mr Brinkschulte told Business Week earlier this 
year that Mobile Gateway could work in the UK, 
but the established networks already had their 
own systems in place. 

Apart from its Kent HQ, Synchronica also has 
development centres in Germany and the 
Philippines and offices in Canada, the USA, Hong 
Kong, Spain and Dubai.

NOT FOR the first time, we have heard that not all that's 
green is good. Duncan Murray, the pragmatic Scot and MD 
of award-winning Ashford firm Dinectfine Structures, says a 
lot of environmentaliy-friendly building features are simply 
‘eco-bling’ {see story opposite}. 

Strong words, but wise ones. 

Now I'm no Frank Lloyd Wright or Sir Norman Foster, but 
even I can see that a grassy green roof will interrupt a rain¬ 
water harvesting system in mid-flow and soon attract a 
scruffy crop of weeds and birds’ nests. 

And while I would just love to see someone manhandling a 
Ffymo onto the roof of Knit-your-own-muesli Ltd and laying 
out some Wembley stripes, I know that ‘Elf & Safety' will 
have something to say about It. 

On the other hand, one would hope that these tougher 
times are creating an environment for visionaries like Mr 
Murray I interviewed him the other week and he told me he 
had preached his brand of no-nonsense economical eco- 
construction for decades* but had failed to generate much 
interest until now. 

Quite simply he said, you can save money by building 
environmentally in the first place through husbanding the 
materials carefully and by designing and building something 
cohesive with practical ‘green’ features. 

You then carry on saving because those ecc-tricks are 
good for the ECQIogy and for your company's ECGnomy - 
l eccnfriendiy’ twice over, if you like. 

And you definitely don’t need the PR spin of a wind turbine 
on the roof, Ws what any ambitious yet savvy Kent businesses 
would want to hear when a potentially expensive relocation is 
on the agenda. 

But there is another side to this, too. I keep hearing how so 
many of these new age eco-buHdings use the latest technol¬ 
ogy from Germany or ‘eco-vaive dacket sprockets’ from the 
Scandinavian-based market leader 

So it strikes me that green could be good, or even gold, for 
some Kent firms looking to diversify into a potential boom 
industry, either at home or abroad.

held liable for the actions of their staff 
Comments by employees that are 
intended in humour, hut perceived by 
another staff member to be offensive, could 
make the employer liable tor an allegation 
of harassment unless the firm can demon¬ 
strate that all reasonably practicable steps 
were taken to prevent harassment, 

There are also tilings employers must do 
to mitigate the risk of failing in their duty 
of care: have equal opportunities and anti- 
bullying and harassment policies in place; 
limit the ‘free bar’ and amount of alcohol 
provided; and provide cabs for employees 
or at least distribute taxi telephone num¬ 
bers if the firm’s budget won’t stretch. 

Flexible 


Companies which bivite partners, must 
ensure they don’t limit imitations to hus¬ 
bands, wives, boyfriends and girlfriends, 
but extend it to partners of any sex to 
avoid allegations of discrimination on 
grounds of sexual orientation. 

They must also consider how flexible 
they wish to be with employees corning 
into work the day after the party with a 
hangover or arriving late, and make sure 
employees know that position. 

Most important is the safety of staff who 
drive or operate machinery and may still 
have alcohol in their system. Firms may 
want to consider a later start time tor the 
day after Lhe night before. 

Employees tempted te use the party to 
take illegal substances, need reminding 
that they are committing a criminal 
offence; the employer could fall foul of the 
Misuse of Drugs Act. 1971 if aware that 
illegal drugs are being used or distributed 
on company premises. 

And the bottom line? Remember to 
unplug the photocopier.

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TESCO has submitted three outline 
planning applications to Swale council 
as part of a radical redevelopment of 
Sittingboume town centre.

■ BELVOIR Lettings of Victoria Street 
in Rochester has launched a free 
iPhone app aimed at time-poor tenants 
and landlords. The software works out the 
user’s location, shows available properties 
and allows the user to view where the 
property is on a map. The application can 
also supply photos of the properties and a 
description. 

A Belvoir spokesman said: “We often 
hear people complaining that they just 
don’t have time to look for a property, 
which is why this app is so great. It allows 
tenants to look at properties on the move 
and act fast if they see something they 
like.” 

The company’s development arrives after 
new research showing the UK’s iPhone 
user population could reach 6.4 million by 
the end of this year.

Cut out the green wash 


BEWARE ‘eco-bling 7 was the warn¬ 
ing from a seminar organised to sep¬ 
arate fact from fiction in sustainable 
construction. 

Token wind turbines, high-maintenance liv¬ 
ing’ roofs, smelly bio-mass boilers and costly 
ground-source heating systems may be wrong 
for new building projects, according to Duncan 
Murray, MD of designer and builder Directline 
Structures in Ashford. 

“There is much confusion about the claims 
made about what makes an energy-efficient, 
eco-friendly building design that provides 
value for money,” said Mr Murray. “A lot of 
bogus claims are made about ‘green’ design 
features and we wanted to cut through the 
greenwash and eco-bling - useless gimmicks 
used by supermarkets, for example, when they 
stick a windmill on the roof and claim to be 
caring for the environment.”

The seminar was held at Directline’s 
Ashford Orbital Park HQ, for which the firm 
scooped two awards. 

Mr Murray said: “We are increasingly con¬ 
cerned that some planning departments are 
looking to introduce stipulations to use suppos¬ 
edly sustainable features without considering 
the genuine benefits. Their intentions are good, 
and they are right to insist on better design, 
but may be misguided. Adding features gains 
points against a target system known as 
BREEAM. For example, they would encourage 
a green roof on our office even though it would 
add £60,000 to the cost and reduce the effec¬ 
tiveness of the rainwater harvester. Again, eco- 
bling is contrary to good sustainable design. 

“The seminar was a success and we will be 


organising more in the new year,” added Mr 
Murray, who red-carded these measures: 

• Green (living) roofs - expensive and compli¬ 
cated to install and maintain. Weight means 
building frame and foundations need 
strengthening, adding to costs. 

• Biomass boilers - not terribly efficient, need 
a huge silo to store wood chips or other fuel 
and don’t always work well. Some biomass 
installations are being switched off in favour of 
conventional gas units. 

• Solar panels - not suitable for everyone, 
maintenance costs can be an unknown and 
they might never pay for themselves. 

• Wind turbines - prevailing winds are not 
always taken into account and the technology 
needs more development. Big wind farms are 
a different matter. 

• Ground source heating - again, the real 
cost is higher than advertised and depends 
on the ground.

The bad news is that no-one can predict 
where we go from here: “Fact is, we have 
had a V-shaped recession,” he said. “We are 
coming out of it faster than anyone expect¬ 
ed and compared with previous instances. 

“Companies have healthy order books, 
they have burned off their fat and made 
their efficiencies and the banks would nor¬ 
mally be standing by to help them kick on, 
but there has been a fundamental change 
in the banking sector. 

“After the problems of the last few years 
they have to hold much larger reserves and 
choose loan strategy more carefully.” 

This contrasted sharply with a few years 
ago, he added, when the likes of the 
Icelandic banks and Bank of Scotland 
would offer “stupid deals”, driving even 
established players to be reckless for fear of 
losing market share.

Maidstone-based Phil, 36, said: “Banks 
have to take a longer view now, but there is 
still a ‘chasm of understanding’ - as some¬ 
one called it recently - about why they are 
more careful and will use devices like fac¬ 
toring and invoice discounting.” 

And he added that while businesses 
moaned about ‘tight-fisted banks’ they often 
did not help themselves when pitching for 
cash: “You’d be amazed how many firms 
cannot show me a decent set of manage¬ 
ment accounts. Not only does that prevent 
me stress-testing their business for them, 
but also hinders raising finance when it is 
so much harder to come by. 

“Many financial directors hide behind the

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title when they should spend at least 20 to 
25 per cent of their time helping to manage 
and drive the company. 

“The most frustrating FD I ever encoun¬ 
tered presented an impressive set of books 
plotting exactly how the company had 
been failing and would fail and I had to 
say, ‘So what the hell have you been doing 
about it then?’.” 

H OWEVER, he admitted that the big 
buzz from his job was in identifying 
and executing possible turnarounds: 

“Though it can be a very frightening time 
for them, taking a company from where it 
was to where it should be.” 

Finance was often the key and an area of 
his expertise, since he recognises that not 
all banks are the same. He spends 85 per 
cent of his time with client companies - 
usually 12 to 15 at any one time - and the 
rest on liaising with the money men and 
understanding their different loan criteria. 

“There is, for instance, a major bank I 
would not approach to raise money for a 
property venture,“ said Phil. “It was advised 
to reduce its exposure in that arena in 
order to maintain its credit rating, but others might be 
worth an approach there. 

“It can also come down to what expertise a bank has 
in a particular sector - they are just being sensible. 

“But that’s where we come in, with our understanding 
of what will appeal to banks, and talking early about 
what finance will be needed. 

“Coming to them and saying, ‘I have a payroll due at 
the end of the month and could use some help’ doesn’t 
fill them with confidence about the management or the 
company’s viability.” 

And well-run firms tended to be alert, for instance, to 
forecasts that interest rates are almost certain to rise, and 
to coping with VAT 
increasing to 20 per cent 
next year. 

He added that Sir 
Richard Branson was 
known to hold regular 
What if?’ meetings with 
managers to envisage 
nightmare scenarios for 
his Virgin empire and 
plan strategy accordingly. 

Nevertheless, even the 
best firms can fall foul 
of the caution that now 
has a grip on the bank¬ 
ing sector and Phil has 
firms on his books that 
are on a high and sus¬ 
tainable growth trend, 
yet still struggling to 
raise bank backing. 

It is not helped by general economic unease, enhanced 
this week by the perilous position of Ireland - one of the 
UK’s best trading partners. 

He was also worried about an “unrealistic” housing 
sector, where low interest rates had enabled people to 
stay on in their homes and hope that any lost equity 
would come back later, but the spectres of inflation and 
higher interest rates were lurking. 

He also reeled off a list of major changes in the global 
environment: apart from the banks’ mindset, there was

also the rise of China and its effect on world trade; high 
commodity prices; and a weak dollar skewing the oil 
market. “And I keep hearing business people say, ‘It’s all 
about surviving’. It’s not. People set-up companies to 
make money, for lifestyle and family and maybe to sell 
it. If it’s about survival, then go and get a job.”

UT Phil never dwells on negatives for long: 
“British business is tenacious and I admire Kent 
business enormously. I’m not convinced about the 
argument that we should be exporting though. 

“Fact is, Kent is seen [by Government] as too wealthy 
and too close to London, so we won’t be getting much 

business funding and need 
to think ‘Kent PLC’ and 
about exporting to the rest 
of the UK where they will 
be getting money to fuel 
growth.” 

Talking of funding, he 
then admitted that 
Innovation and Growth’s 
own backing might look in 
jeopardy with the demise 
of the South East England 
Development Agency 
(Seeda) next April as part 
of the coalition’s cuts, but 
believes his organisation’s 
own ‘financials’ and team 
of experienced business 
professionals could point 
to a healthy return and 
would justify retention. 

However, he warned that the era of free government 
business support may be about to end. In his spare time, 
Phil loves watching rugby and often takes his two young 
sons to Guinness Premiership games. Though bom in 
Northampton, he grew up as a Leicester Tigers fan: “It 
was just a train ride to Leicester -1 needed to catch 
three buses to watch Northampton Saints.” 

He has also become a keen scuba diver but admits he 
is a ‘warm water softie’, preferring not to dive the much 
colder and gloomier waters around the UK. 


PHIL’S TOP TIPS 

• A university course might not be the best career path - 
“A friend of mine left university with a degree in zoology 
and ended up working in the women’s department at 
Debenhams. I gave university a year before deciding that 
a vocational route was best for me.” 

• If in doubt, count it out - “If you are unsure about a start 
point for a career, get some accountancy experience. If 
you can understand a set of ‘financials’ then you have a 
good foundation for any kind of career or business role.”

Both towns cried foul when they were 
overlooked by the county, but the 
Garrison was awarded Kent’s opening 
fixture with Somerset, while Cheriton 
Road was handed a July date with 
Lancashire. 

Gravesend, Tunbridge Wells, 
Blackheath, The Mote and Dover were 
also given games, with St Lawrence 
hosting just three fixtures. 

In rugby Sevenoaks beat Reading 19-6 
while Tonbridge beat Old Elthamians 19-0.

25 YEARS AGO: KENT were hoping 
to persuade Terry Alderman to 
return to St Lawrence after seven 
years without a trophy. 

Chairman John Pocock said the club 
were “actively considering” a move for 
the Australian pace bowler. 

“We are looking for a fast bowler who 
can get us between 70-80 wickets in the 
championship in a season,” Pocock 
said. “Preferably Kent born or bred, from 
outside Kent but England qualified, or 
from overseas, and in that order.” 

Alderman last played for Kent in the 
1984 season as an emergency replace¬ 
ment for Graham Dilley, who was injured, 
and Eldine Baptiste who was on Test 
duty. 

Kent were also fined £6,000 by the Test 
and County Cricket Board (TCCB) for 
failing to bowl at the scandalously slow 
average of 18.5 overs per hour in the 
championship that summer. 

Tonbridge Angels’ five-game unbeaten 
run came to an end when they lost 2-0 to 
Dover Athletic at Longmead.

2000 went down to their fourth defeat 

1 in five games, losing 3-1 at West 
Brom. 

The Gills fell behind after just 89 sec¬ 
onds to Lee Hughes, who went to score 
his first ever hat-trick as a professional. 

Kent chief executive Paul Millman was 
forced to defend the county after a sig¬ 
nificant hike in membership rates. 

The county received £1.22 million from 
the TCCB but were still poised to suffer a 
six-figure loss on the season. 

Membership rates were due to rise by 
up to 50 per cent and Millman said: “The 
increases are regrettable, but necessary 
in the present financial circumstances. 

“The ever-present challenge of balanc¬ 
ing revenue and expenditure has led to a 
complete review of Kent’s commercial 
department.” 



Brands revisited 


TOM HOWARD meets Nigel Mansell to reminisce about the day at Brands Hatch 
25 years ago which began the road to Formula One World Championship glory 



HE IS one of Britain’s most celebrated drivers and at 
the peak of his success sparked scenes of 'Mansell 
Mania’, but it was victory at Brands Hatch 25 years 
ago which spurred Nigel Mansell to greatness. 


In many ways his early career 
mimicked that of Jenson Button, 
often being described as the near¬ 
ly man. 

He, like Button, was a talented 
racer in his youth, but the elusive 
maiden race win in FI eluded him 
and people questioned whether he 
would ever stand on the top step 
of the podium. 

But just as everything 
changed for Button fol¬ 
lowing victory in 
H Hungary in 2006, 
. Mansell’s moment 
arrived at the famous 
Kent circuit 25 years 
! ago, when he ended a 
jfc run of 71 starts with- 
■ out a win. 

Ej This week Mansell,

scene of his European Grand Prix 
win in 1985 to start the 38th 
Beaujolais Run, where competi¬ 
tors solve challenges on their way 
to next week’s finish in Burgundy. 

Even though the victory was a 
quarter of a century ago, he fondly 
remembers the day when his 
career took off. 

Mansell said: “I’ve got some 
happy memories at Brands Hatch. 
The circuit is special and has its 
own place on the world motorsport 
calendar. 

“The win was pivotal and it was 
extremely important in my career, 
and to do it at your home Grand 
Prix was unbelievable. 

“The overiding feeling when I 
crossed the finish line was just 
one of joy as it got the monkey off 
my back, and then a week later I 
won again in South Africa and 
that was where it all started.” 

Turning back the clock 25 years 
to the start of the 1985 season, the 
sport was in a vastly different 
shape compared to today. 

The 1980s has often been 
labelled as a golden era for the 
series, with Ayrton Senna, Alain 
Prost, Nelson Piquet and Keke 
Rosberg all becoming champions. 

When the championship arrived 
in Kent that October, the title was 
in Prost’s grasp, but it would prove 
to be Mansell’s day, in front of

Surtees (in car). The trio were 
at the circuit for the launch of 
this year’s Beaujolais Run 

more than 100,000 ecstatic fans. 

The Englishman qualified in 
third but lost ground after a mis¬ 
take at Druids. His challenge was 
reignited on the sixth lap when 
Rosberg spun at Surtees and was 
hit by Piquet. Mansell sneaked 
into second and set his sights on 
Senna. 

He passed the legendary 
Brazilian at Paddock Hill bend 
and once he was in the lead he was 
uncatchable and took the che¬ 
quered flag in an emotional victo¬ 
ry on home soil. 

The win opened the floodgates 
and was the first of 29 FI wins, 
nine of which came during his tri¬ 
umphant 1992 season. 

Mansell is still racing today and 
he grabbed the headlines only in 
June, when he suffered a nasty 
accident at the Le Mans 24 Hours 
sports car race. 


Overseas ace 0J aiming to 
shoot Crusaders up league 


AFTER getting over the initial shock of an 
English winter compared to his native 
Virginia, OJ Reed is settling in to his role as 
Medway Park Crusaders’ overseas player. 

Visa problems held up the American’s intro¬ 
duction to European basketball, but last week¬ 
end the college graduate showed why the 
Division Two club were prepared to wait. 

The 6ft 6ins forward enjoyed a near-perfect 
game, hitting every shot inside the three-point 
arc to contribute 30 points as the Hemel 
Storm were beaten 80-72. It was the Kent 
side’s fourth victory in five league games, tak¬ 
ing them level on points with the leaders. 

While admitting the English game is not 
quite what he expected, Reed is thoroughly 
enjoying his full-time role, which includes 
coaching in the Crusaders’ academy in 
Canterbury. 

He said: “As a kid you always dream of the 
NBA, but the reality is very slim. This is an 
opportunity for me to play as a professional, 
and for me to have that with my name is a 
great honour. 

“I thought there would be 500 fans in the 
stands shouting every game, but it’s not 
quite like that. The level of play isn’t as high 
as I thought it would be, but it’s an opportu¬ 
nity for me to make the most of it and lead 
the team to success.” 

With just one non-European permitted in 
squads, head coach James Vear is pleased the 
decision to sign Reed is paying off. 

He said: ‘We get a lot of guys each year 
asking to come and play. It’s a matter of watch-

Hall of fame for a 
volley good effort 

AN INFLUENTIAL figure in English volley¬ 
ball has been honoured by having a new 
facility named after him at the sport’s nation¬ 
al headquarters. 

The Don Anthony Hall of Fame was official¬ 
ly opened at the National Volleyball Centre in 
Kettering with the first intake of prominent 
players, coaches and officials last weekend. 

Anthony, who lives in Sidcup, has spent his 
life promoting the sport and founded the 
Amateur Volleyball Association of Great 
Britain and Ireland in 1955. 

A photograph of 
the octogenarian (pic¬ 
tured) hangs over 
the entrance to the 
hall of fame, in recog¬ 
nition of his 60 years’ 
loyal service.

MONEY has never talked more 
loudly in regional rugby but while 
the majority of Kent clubs still 
operate strictly as amateurs, the 
sport is stepping ever closer to a 
new era of semi-professionalism. 

While several sides have made no secret of 
their desire to move quickly up through the 
divisions, others are placing a greater focus on 
maintaining their management model above 
any promotion wishes. 

Cranbrook, having made the step up to 
London 3 South East this season, are holding 
to the same principles which served them so 
well in the county league. 

President Mike McMinnies welcomed their 
recent success but insisted nothing would per¬ 
suade the club to change its ethos in a quest 
for further silverware. 

‘We want to play at a level where we’re capa¬ 
ble of competing,” he said. “If other clubs have 
got sugar-daddies prepared to pay huge sums 
of money, what’s going to happen when the 
bloke gets fed-up? That’s been the case at one 
or two clubs. 

Ambition 

“Once you start paying players, it doesn’t 
encourage people coming up through the 
minis and juniors. You can only do it if you’ve 
got a sugar-daddy or a fantastic number of 
companies prepared to pay for having hoard¬ 
ings around your pitch.” 

Five Kent clubs ply their trade in London 1 
South, a division which has been considerably 
strengthened this season by the introduction 
of powerful sides from the leagues immediate¬ 
ly above and beneath it. 

Tonbridge Juddians, setting the early pace, 
are hunting a third consecutive promotion 
as they bid to bring National League rugby to 
the market town. 


Jon Maidman, TJs chairman, said: “Some 
clubs are acutely aware they’ve got to have a 
fantastic infrastructure in place, whereas oth¬ 
ers are content to stay in the league they’re in. 

“My personal view is that a lack of ambition 
is a dangerous thing and we’re constantly 
striving to do the best we can with the 
resources which are available. 

“To say our league is becoming more 
semi-professional would probably not be 


unfair. While we’re aware we need to up our 
game, we’re still tied to the amateur ethos and 
everyone at the club has jobs.” 

Last season’s London 1 South runners-up, 
Dover, are in danger of being left behind this 
term as they battle to keep up with sides who 
have invested to bolster their promotion chances. 

The Sharks’ meteoric rise through the divi¬ 
sions was achieved with a team full of local 
players, but chairman Richard Catt admits 


something may need to change if they are to 
progress any further. 

He said: “At the end of the season we’ll have 
spent three seasons in London 1 and it would 
be remiss not to discuss all the possibilities. 

“At the moment, though, we have neither 
the plans nor the finance to change the way 
we do things. We understand several clubs are 
paying players, but ask them directly and 
they’ll say no.” 


Caprice hopes to 
spur England on

ENGLAND wing Dan Caprice is targeting 
the top prize in rugby sevens after being 
called up to represent his country in the 
forthcoming World Series. 

The 21-year-old, who narrowly missed out 
on a bronze medal at the Commonwealth 
Games in India last month, is aiming to be 
part of the first England squad to win the 
event since its inception in 1999. 

Caprice, from Chatham, is one of 11 play¬ 
ers retained in the squad, which features 
only a single change from the Games. He 
believes the selection policy will give the 
side a distinct advantage. 

‘We’re one of the only teams to keep the 
same squad, which will help,” he said. “The 
likes of New Zealand and Australia have 
changed a lot of faces so we’ll have a bit 
more of a tight unit compared to them. 

“The guys at the RFU did some research, 
they looked at the teams who’ve won the 
World Series for the last few years and it’s 


been the teams with the most caps and the 
least number of players. If you keep the 
same squad and learn players’ traits, you 
can only improve.” 

A former Sevenoaks schoolboy, Caprice is 
now a full-time sevens player and his focus 
is now the first World Series event in 
Dubai, which begins on December 3. 

England finished fifth in last season’s 
competition but Caprice, who played in six 
of the eight events, insists their thorough 
preparation will allow them to hit the 
ground running this term. 

He said: We should be in a better place 
than this time last year because we went to 
Dubai and had to run all the moves and it 
was such a rush to get ready. 

“Personally, I think we need to move the 
ball earlier because we didn’t play to our 
strengths at the Commonwealth Games. 

We knew the game plan but we didn’t 
always implement it.”

Top tour finish for Aitken 


A CAREER-best finish on the 
Ladies European Tour (LET) was 
bittersweet for Claire Aitken in 
India last weekend. 

The 24-year-old birdied two of 
the last five holes to claim a share 
of 23rd position at the Hero Honda 
Women’s Indian Open. It was 
Aitken’s highest finish in two sea¬ 
sons on the LET, surpassing joint 
28th places earned in Portugal and 
Korea. 

The finish was worth just over 
£2,200 in prize money, also the 
Gravesend golfer’s best as a profes¬ 


sional, but it was not enough to 
avoid the first stage of qualifying 
school later this month. 

To get an exemption through to 
the final stage Aitken needed to be 
ranked inside the top-120 on the 
LET’s money list. Last weekend’s 
strong finish saw her climb three 
places, but only to 121st, an agonis¬ 
ing £130 shy over the whole season. 

It means Aitken will take her 
place alongside 170 other play¬ 
ers, including Maidstone’s Dani 
Masters, in pre-qualifying at the 
La Manga resort in southern 


Spain from November 29. 

The top players will then 
progress to final qualifying next 
month, with the top-30 earning full 
cards for next season. 

Although the event is notoriously 
difficult, Aitken has come through 
qualifying two years in a row. 

She will also travel with greater 
confidence after an improved year 
which has seen her make almost 
three times as many cuts and earn 
more than twice as much prize 
money compared to her debut sea¬ 
son in 2009.

KENT and England captain Charlotte 
Edwards is now the world’s most capped 
women’s One-Day International crick¬ 
eter after representing her country for 
the 142nd time this week. 

The 30-year-old, who made her 
England debut back in 1996, reached 
the milestone against Sri Lanka in 
Colombo on Wednesday, taking her best 
one-day bowling figures of 4 for 30 in the 
process. 

Having taken over as national skip¬ 
per in 2005, Edwards has led her coun¬ 
try a record 67 times and she captained 
the side which won the World Cup, 
World Twenty20 and retained the 
Ashes in 2009. 

Edwards, awarded an MBE in the 
same year, has scored 4,105 runs in 
international cricket including four cen¬ 
turies, and she is ranked sixth in the 
women’s batting charts. 

“I’m very proud of my achievement,” 
she said. “I dreamed of playing for 
England and I got the opportunity very 
young. It seems a long time ago - a lot 
has happened along the way. 

“It’s been a long journey with a lot of 
highs and lows, but more recently a lot 
of highs. I’m as motivated as anything 
now and want to keep making this team 
successful.” 

Clare Connor, head of women’s cricket 
at the ECB and Edwards’ predecessor as 
England captain, added: “Charlotte has 
been a force in international women’s 
cricket for nearly 15 years and continues 
to lead the England team with unrivalled 
enthusiasm, passion and dedication. 

“She is a credit to women’s cricket, 
both in England and globally, and a 
superb role model for young girls who 
aspire to play for their country.” 


Legend Surtees praises ‘role model’ Vettel 


MOTORSPORT legend John Surtees says 
new Formula One world champion Sebastian 
Vettel deserves the title and is a true role 
model for young sport stars. 

Surtees, the Edenbridge-based ex-Formula 
One world champion, remains an avid fan of 
the sport and was one of millions tuning into 
last Sunday’s epic title shootout in Abu Dhabi, 
which was won by the Red Bull driver. 

Surtees has met the talented German driv¬ 
er after watching his early days in motorsport 
when his late son Henry was progressing 
through the ranks. The 76-year-old believes 
Vettel is a worthy champion at the age of 23. 

Surtees said: “Sebastian was just a few 
years ahead of Henry in karting and then 
Formula BMW, so we saw him and watched 
him and I think he is a credit to the sport.

Robertson, MP for Faversham 
and Mid Kent, said: “This is the 
cornerstone of a grassroots lega¬ 
cy from hosting the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, because it 


delivers on the bid pledge of 
enabling more people of all ages 
and abilities to play sport 

“With more lottery money being 
invested in facilities, volunteering 
and protecting and improving 
playing fields, there will be oppor¬ 
tunities for everyone to get 
involved. 

“When people talk about the 
legacy of the Games, we want 
them to talk about Places, People 
Play and then we want them to get 
out there and join in.” 

Officials at Kent County Council 
had feared that funding would 


be cut due to the economic 
climate and the news was greeted 
with relief. 

Chris Metherall, Kent Sports 
Facilities development manager, 
said: “It’s fabulous, we’re really 
pleased and we’re certainly 
hoping that Kent sees significant 
benefits.” 

Clubs and local councils are enti¬ 
tled to apply for grants of between 
£25,000 and £150,000 from the 
‘Inspired Facilities’ fund, which will 
be launched in February. 

Funds will also be allocated to 
protect playing fields.

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‘All good times’

negative aspects of his time at Priestfield as he p rep ares 
to face his old team for the first time with new club, Barnet

MARK Stimson and Gillingham 
meet next week for the first time 
since parting company in May but 
the ex-Priestfield manager insists 
there is no bad blood between him 
and his former employers. 

The ex-Newcastle and Portsmouth defender 
took over at Gillingham in 2007 following high¬ 
ly successful spells in non-league management 
at Grays Athletic and Stevenage Borough. 

He was unable to halt a slump in form while 
at Priestfield and the team were relegated 
from League One on the final day of the sea¬ 
son.

But all the good work was undone as the 
Gills were relegated on goal difference in May, 
losing 3-0 at Wycombe in the last game when 
a draw would have kept them up. Stimson 
paid the price and left the club by mutual 
agreement, taking over at Barnet in June. 

He always divided opinion among the club’s 
fans, some of whom are likely to give him a 
hostile reception when the sides meet at 
Underhill on Tuesday, but the 42-year-old has 
only good things to say about the club. 

“All I’ve got is good memories of Gillingham,” 
he said. “It was all good times, sad at the end 
obviously to get relegated, but the rest is all 
good memories. I’d like to leave it at that, it’s 
just another league game.”

Fleet banking on FA Cup 
run to boost club coffers 


PRECIOUS income generated by Ebbsfleet 
United’s FA Cup run is set to provide the 
club with breathing space at a time when 
finances were beginning to wear thin. 

The Fleet had already secured £24,500 in 
prize money prior to Thursday’s replay 
against AFC Wimbledon, and the Stonebridge 
Road coffers were further swelled by televi¬ 
sion money from both ITV and ESPN. 

Having been handed three away ties in 
this season’s competition, revenue from gate 
receipts was well down during October, and 
chairman Phil Sonsara admitted it had 
been a struggle to make ends meet. 

However, the subsequent victories and TV 
coverage have left the Fleet in a far healthi¬ 
er position as they look to remain competi¬ 
tive at the top-end of Conference South. 

“The FA Cup money will make an incredi¬ 
ble difference,” Sonsara said. “We will now 
have income where we didn’t expect it and we 
can overspend in some areas. We’ve got a rel¬ 
atively small squad, we front-loaded the budg¬ 
et a little bit and it’s proved to be the right 
thing to do in terms of the FA Cup success. 

“At this moment, we are catching up with 
paying our tax bills because it’s been a diffi¬ 
cult month. Prior to the Welling game [on 
November 9], we’d not had one home league 
game since September 18.”

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Whites boss plays down 
Wallis bust-up rumours 


DOVER Athletic boss Martin Hayes has 
reiterated that midfielder Jon Wallis is a big 
part of his plans this season, despite 
rumours of a bust up between the pair. 

The former Gillingham midfielder, who 
joined the Whites in 2007, has been a regular 
feature in the heart of the Dover midfield for 
the past three seasons, but has struggled to 
cement his place in the squad under Hayes. 

The Whites manager has confirmed Wallis 
is injury free, but decided not to start the 24- 
year-old in the club’s last three games before 
yesterday’s FA Trophy clash with Woking. 

He started on the bench for Dover’s FA

GILLINGHAM’S season could be set for a major 
shot in the arm as four of the squad’s key players 
are primed for a return before the end of the 
month.

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Exhibition club set for meeting 

with wicketkeeper who fled his 
country over match-fixing claims

LASHINGS say their offer of a 
contract to Zulqarnain Haider 
has nothing to do with publicity 
ahead of talks with the exiled 
Pakistan cricketer on Monday. 

Chairman David Folb will meet 
Zulqarnain and his advisers tomorrow in 
London with a view to signing the 
wicketkeeper for the Maidstone-based 
exhibition side. 

Threatened 

The 24-year-old fled to the UK last week 
after claiming he had been threatened by 
an alleged match-fixing ring. 

The club have a track record of signing 
players in search of refuge, with Rashid 
Latif and Henry Olonga joining in similar 
circumstances. 

Lashings quickly went public to state 
they were attempting to contact 
him, which was widely reported in 
the cricket media around the world, 
but Folb insists the move was only 
motivated in the player’s interest. 

He said: “Obviously he’s over 
here in hiding like Henry Olonga 
was - we helped him out and 
this just seemed the right 
thing to do. I’m not sure we are I 
bothered about the publicity. 

“Years ago I think that 
might have been the case, but 
it doesn’t affect us. We won’t get 
any more bookings out of it. 

“I don’t think the ethos of the club 



has changed. We go around and the players 
enjoy what we do. We try where we possi¬ 
bly can to have guys with a good image. 
This sounds like a similar case to Henry. 

“We are standing for everything that’s 
good in cricket. We are trying to teach an 
example to others and until this match fix¬ 
ing business is stamped out it will be a 
scourge on the game.” 

The affair broke after Zulqarnain, who 
made his Test debut against England last 
summer, claimed he and his family had 
received death threats following his 
refusal to throw Pakistan’s fourth One- 
Day International with South Africa in 
Dubai. 

Since claiming asylum he has been sub¬ 
jected to a barrage of criticism from former 
Pakistan internationals, including the 
1992 World Cup winning captain Imran 
Khan and current limited overs skipper 
Shahid Afridi. 

There has been support from some, if 
not all, Pakistan fans and from Latif, an 
outspoken critic of match-fixing who was 
also ostracised by the Pakistan cricket 
establishment. 

Folb is reserving judgement until tomor¬ 
row’s meeting, but believes there is a good 
chance a deal can be struck. 

“We’re very optimistic we can 
come to some sort of deal,” he said. 
“He’s previously said he’d be 
keen to play league cricket, but 
L there’s no reason he couldn’t 
I combine that with playing 
Vfor us.
